Beach Seniors, At- 
torney Discuss Living 
Wills' Popularity

Pull the plug. 

That's what Wyn Gehgan would 
want doctors to do if he or his wife 
were ever faced with a terminal 
health condition that required them 
to be hooked up to life support 
systems. 

Instead of being kept alive by 
machines and placing an extra bur- 
den on family members, Gehgan 
would rather go peacefully. 

"I don't see any point. Shut it 
off," the Chesopeian Colony resi- 
dent said. "It makes it hard on the 
survivors." 

Ghegan, 76, and his wife 
Gertrude, 73, had a living will 
written up about three years ago, a 



few years after they moved here 
irem New Jersey. They had to 
rewrite their "Last Will and Testa- 
ment" anyway to comply with Vir- 
ginia laws, so they decided to add a 
living will. 

Acceding to Virginia Beach at- 
torney, Kevin Rack, about 15 to 20 
percent of Americans have living 
wills. 

"I'd say 85 percent of my clients 
that come in for a Last Will and 
Testament or LiWng Trust, also 
execute a living will," he said. "The 
living will avoids the the family 
trauma that occurs when terminal 
health conditions arise." 

fbq)e Young, a widowed Thalia 
Gardens resident, said that she, too, 
would like to t^e the burden off 
her family if she was ever in a a 
situation where death was emmi- 
nent. 

Young had a living will written 
up about three years ago after her 
husband became ill. They had both 



'agreed that they didn't wuit life 
support if it was ev» an option. 

"At that age, it's ridiculous for 
life sui^xm," said Young, 64. "It's 
so miK:h simpler to have a living 
will." 

Fred Schriever, Virginia Beach 
General Hospital's risk manager, 
said that he is asppmchcA by patients 
seeking information about living 
wills at least once a wedc. 

'The siale of Virginia has a very 
good law regarding this; it's called 
the Natural Death Act. It's a means 

by which any competeiM adult can 
make decisions abcnit how their dy- 
ing will take place," he said. 

The decision oi how to die is 
placed on the patient, not on the 
courts or doctors, he said. 

"It gives them control of how 
their treatment is going to 
progress," Schiiever added. 

As risk manager, Schriever often 
talks to elderly patioits or hos{Htal 
staff about the benefits of living 



wills. He expltUBs to the patients 
their righu and advises them to 
discuss them with their attwney. 
Tte hospital does provide a living 
will iotm for patients to fill out if 
tt^sodesut. 

"It's important because it gives 
an imlividual the opportunity to 
state well in advance exffi:tly how 
they want it done," said Rack. 

Rack said that living wills gained 
p(^arity in the mid-1970s be- 
cause of the Karen Ann Quinlan 
case, a i»tient who, although she 
was a vegetable, was hooked up to 
life suppwt machines for years. Her 
case sparked die interest of legisla- 
tors mid laws began being passed. 

"Ever ance di«i, the states have 
been enacting statutes. Forty of 
them have than now," said Rack. 

Although a Natural Death Act 
was passed in 1983, the public's 
interest in living wills has increased 
even more because of the Nancy 
Cruzan case. Cruzan, of Missouri,

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Aquarist Says Numerous Whale 
Sightings Unusual For The Area

Virginia Beach has become die 
stomping ground fen' a mammal 
quite new to this area. 

The phone lines at the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum have 
stayed lit widi reports of recent 
whale sightings along the 
Oceaniiront 

"There's a lot more of dieses 
young whales where people can 
see diem," said Mark Swingle, a 
museum aquarist . 

Swingle said that two years 
ago, the museum would receive 
about 12 calls regarding whale 
spottings po' year. This year, 
since January, it has receive 
about two dozen calls. 

"TTiey're closer to shore and 
peq)le can see diem. We record 
all our sightings, and it's a lot" 
Swingte said. 

Last week, a call came in from 
a boater who reportedly struck a 
whale off Fwt Story. So far, tht 
museum hasn't tracks the whale, 
which is thought to be a 
humpback. Swingle said several 
mote reports of whale sightings 
have come in since that whale 
wasinjiffed. 



Swingle said he believes diat 
the whales diat most people ar© 
seeing are humpbacks, because 
they migrate from their northern 
feeding grounds during Virginia 
Beach's winter months to breed 
and calf. The whales are on their 
way to die Dominican Republic, 
he said, where diey will remain 
until they move back up north 
later on in the year. 

Though diere have been nu- 
merous whale sightings, Swingle 
said diat there hasn't been many 
incidences where a whale has 
washed ashore. He said in die 
past five years, only about a 
dozen large whales have been 
found dead akxig die beach. 

"Very rarely has diere been a 
la-ge whale washed up," he said. 

Accwding to Swingle, several 
types of large whales have 
washed up in die area over the 
years. Marine biologists have 
seen fin whales up to 60 fM:t; 
sperm whales; pilot whales and 
humpbacks. No beached fin 
whales have been found in Vir- 
ginia Beach, howevo'.

Last Saturday, about 4,000 patriots fonned a "human flag" at 
Mount Trashmore. Another 35,000 came just to watch and ex- 
press concern for the men and women in the Persian Gulf, and 
Jove for their country.

Vietnam veterans, some in 
wheelchairs, proudly passed through the crowd and took their 
place in the flag. 

Wives, husbands and family members of those military men 
and women fighting in the Persan Gulf war stood, tears in their 
eyes, with banners and posters, sending messages of love and 
speedy returns to their loved ones. 

While people of all ages, races and creeds gathered on the 
mountain, the radio station continued to play its music; most of 
which had a symbolic message to compliment the day - Born in 
the USA. and We Are the Champions, just to name a few. 
Those in the crowd sang along. 

When the flag was ready to "fly," several speeches were 
made. Mayor Meyera Obemdorf welcomed the crowd and a let- 
ter from President Bush was read. The crowd quieted down 
when the National Anthem was sung, and most people sang 
along, with their hands over their hearts. 

The day climaxed when the flag, in all its glory, was waved by 
all its participants. Airplanes and helicopters flew overhead 
videotaping and snapping aerial shots of the incredible sight. 

Because they care about their country and those who are 
fighting to defend it, Hampton Roads residents made this event a 
success. It is sad, however, that it takes a war to bring people 
closer together and make them realize what a truly great country 
they live in. 

Everyone at Mt. Trashmore last weekend proved that they are 
proud to be Americans. The soldiers in the gulf should feel 
nothing but pride when they receive the videotapes of that day. It 
was all done for them.

elected school boards for Virginia Beadi and Ariington, Fairfax and Prince 
William countKS. He further felt it necessary to promise House Spedcer AJL. 
niilpot that he would not agree to a single additional community. 
^ ' Fortunately, he was able to get feltow defegates on the committee to drop 
York County from the bill, which had been added without his knowledge, so 
he could vote for the bill and still keep his promise to speaker Flii^xK. 

What this highlights is the tremendous pressure that can be brought to bear 
on our reinesentatives by the powerful establishment that rules Virginia with 
an iron hand. Anyone who dares to go against their wishes hazards the risk of 
incurring their wmh and swift reprisal. 

Further, what kind of rqvesentatives and leaders are these that we are 
electing who have not got what it lakes to feel fitee to vole as their conscience 
and the wishes of their constituents guides th«n and instead kowtow to tlw 
wishes of the powo^ that be? What is surprising, is that the people of Virginia 
consider this to be business as usual. If this is die way democracy is supposed 
to work then maybe we could huness Patrick Henry as he ^ins in his grave and 
solve our enwgy crisis. 

It is only natural to wonder. Why the violent opposition to elected school 
boards? The people elected to the school boards may well be no better or worse 
dian the ones' now being a^win^ and will probably be elected by the 
establishment as it does so many odier local elected bodies. One difference (rf 
course is that^there will be closer scrutiny by the voters and school board 
members wilf have to be more circumspect in their actions.

Certainly ihexG is need to have an answer to this question as it involves the 
cmlrol of a major part of every city and county budget, the efficient and cost 
effective administration of a complex and sensitive OTwation, the selection of 
tXMnpetent public erqployd^l6%lHhlMsanfi ^^d^odf^ and the purchase oi 
large anXQun^ p/suppUes and costly equipment. It also involves .milUonsiiQr 
planning and constructkMi of schools. 

Without a doubt, ck)ser oversight of school boards by the voters, throi^h the 
e!«:tion of its members, is a must in this aa (tf reduced funding. The time has 
come for thisdecision. Will ourelectedrqjresoitatives have the courage to vote 
for the wishes of the people?

Virginians Educational Disparities 



The Virginia Education Association recently held a legislative confoence 
endtled Virginia's Education^ Disparities. I^sent at the conference were 
members of the Governor's Gommission On Educational Opportunity For 
All Virginians, members of the General Assembly, VEA members, and a 
couple of attorneys who had been involved in education litigation in other 
states. The focus of the conference was to look at how much Virginia re- 
ally spends on educating its children and where to get additional revenue. 

Not surprising to anyone was the findings by the governor's commis- 
sion that the more money a local school division has, die more programs 
and services it provides. What may have been surprising though was the 
finding that only the very basic requirements are provided by far too many 
school divisions. Many of Uie programs we take for granted in Virginia 
Beach are just on other parents' wish lists. 

The repot issued by this governor's commission shows the wide variance 
in orograms provided by school divisions. Unfortunately, it graphically il-

Beach Sailor Serves 1 1 Desert 



One would not normally expect 
to find the largest Navy hospital in 
the world sitting in the desert. But 
then again, these are not normal 
times. 

Luis I. Quinines, of Virginia 
Beach, is a hospital corpsman serv- 
ing with Navy Fleet Hospital Five, 
the largest Navy hospital based on 
staffing-to-beds. The hospital is 
also the most forward-deployed, 
fully-staffed medical facility in Op- 
oation Desert Shield. 

"My unit's mission here is to 
(vovide the front line troops with 
medical care and support." said 
Quinines, the 20-year-old husband 
of Barbara A. Quinines. Quinines is 
a Navy hospitalmui. He says the 
fleet ho^ital is important because 
it's the largest and most capable 
medical facility in Saudi Arabia at 
this time. "We arc very crucial due 
to the fact that wg're the ones whn 
provide medical treatment to the 
iroc^," he explained. 

According to hospital qxjkcanan 
LL Robert Rivera, this is the first 
time Jn history that a Navy fleet 
hospital has be«j deployed. "It's 
nevCT been done bcfwc. We're cur- 
rently the primly medical provides 
for all the multi-national forces 
serving in the operational theatre," 
Riv^asaid. 

Fleet Hospital Five was estab- 
lished in early Septembw, imjracked 
from 406 containers prc-stagcd 
aboard the maritime fwqxKiticMiing 
force ship Noble Star from Diego 
Garcia. An advaiK:e team of 160 
medical and support personnel, in- 
cliMling 70 Navy Seabees, Iwought 
the hospital to life in an intense, 
16-day marathon. Tempwatures at 
the time Quinines arrived ranged 
from 110 to a blistering 129 de- 

The hospital itself is housed in a 
unique 14-ward, temperature-con- 
trolled tent. Numerous portable 
suRKHl facilities and 78 giant 



berthing ir . sporting nicknames 
like "Camp Swamps" and "The O- 
phanage," fill out the 28-acre com- 
plex where Quinines lives. 

With 500 beds, expandable to 
1,000 beds, the hospital and its 950 
medical and support personnel 
(most from the Portsmouth Naval 
Hospital) provide comprehensive 
medical, dental, surgical md nurs- 
ing services. Nearly half the staff, a 
staff which includes about 50 doc- 
tors and 1 50 nurses, are women. 

"On behalf of the 
troops here in Saudi 
Arabia, we love Amer- 
ica." 

Rivera says that more than 
11,000 soldier, sailors, airmen and 
Marines have been treated there, 
mostly for minor injuries and com- 
pliunts - on average about 105 each 
day. Some 270 surgical procedures, 
including neurosuigwy, have been 
performed in the facility's three op- 
erating room. They've handled over 
500 medical helo arrivals, and more 
than 600 patients have been cared 
for and transferred to the United 
States for further treatment. 

The message Quinines would 
like to leave with family and frioids 
is to omtinue providing the mili- 
tary personnel in Desm Shield with 
their encouragement and moral 
suj^rt

Some customers say, "'Hey, 
Living Free" to mc," she said. 
"I guess that's kind of a motto 
for me these days." 

Things haven't always been 
so rosy for Glover, a Norfolk 
native, who said she was^a 
"wild" teenager and whose 12- 
year-long marriage di4 not 
please her. Her husband did 
not want her to work, so 
Glover said she became "a real 
homebug," doing little other 
than c) ining house, doing 
yardwo..., playing bingo and 
visiting her parents, Peggy 
and Delbert Vaughan. 

"It wasn't good for me to 
stay in so much," she said. 
After her marriage ended. 
Glover took a job driving a 
delivery truck for Miller Auto 
Parts fot a year, which she said 
she enjoyed. "1 got outgoing 
at the job," she said, "since 1 
had to talk to so many differ- 
ent people." Later Glover 
worked for a short time in the 
seafood department at Farm 
Fresh, a job of which she said 
she was not particularly fond. 

When she stumbled upon her 
current job. Glover said she 
thought she had found par- 
adise, or at least the paradise 
of the work world. 

"I just love people," she 
said, noting that she helps 
serve up lunch to about 35 or 
40 customers each day at the 
restaurant, many of whom are 
"regulars" who come everyday. 
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sometimes twice, and many of 
whom eat the exact same lunch 
every day. 

"I like being paid ta 
communicate and socialize," 
said Glover, noting, though, 
that this is not all she accom- 
plishes at work. Besides

Glover is currently dating a 
man, with whom she said she 
loves to travel, go dancing, go 
to dinner and "hang out" at the 
Mooselodge he belongs to. 

She has two sons, Joseph, 
10, and Donnie, 14, who she 
describes as "footballaholics." 

"What 1 really want is to 
someday be able to take them 
to see a major, big time foot- 
ball game or the World Se- 
ries," she said. 

Glover, an oldest child, was 
bom in Norfolk, and has two 
brothers, Tracy and Scotty. 
She grew up in Virginia Beach, 
in Aragona Village, from third 
grade on, attending Old 
Dominion Elementary, Bayside 
Junior High and Bayside High 
Schools. 

"I was not fond of school," 
she said. "1 spent most of my 
time there hanging out in the 
bathrooms." 

She said she has always 
loved going to the beach, a 
habit which she began as a 
young girl. She married young 
and said she has seen many a 
poker game and heard her fair 
share of both oldies and coun- 
try music. The Judds arc a fa- 
vorite of hers. 

Glover has been single for a 
while now and said she feels 
she has grown up a lot in re- 
cent years. 

"I enjoy life more now," she 
said. She said these days 
travelling makes her very 
happy. She has recently vis- 
ited California, Florida, At- 
lantic City, and said she also 
likes vacationing in the 
mountains. She also loves 
fishing, and enjoys dining on 
seafood, particulariy crab legs 
and oysters.

"I diink it gives the patient die 
power to make a decision about 
_jheir life," Schriever said. 
"Anything that happens tcr us 
shouU be om decisicm." 

Living wills are not limited to 

just the elderly, Schriever said. 

Anyone, of any age, can fill one 

out. In fact, Schriever, who is 35, 

''wrote one up several years ago. 

Lanny Lancaster, a 69-year-old 
Kempsville resident, hasn't written 
a living will, but he plans to. He 
and his wife recendy received forms 
in the mail from the Society for die 
Right to Die. 

"We both have with our doctors, 
a signed statement diat if eidier one 
of us is in the condition that we 
can't give instructions, diat we are 
not to be kq)t alive artificially," he 
said. "Go ahead and pull die plug." 

Lancaster said he doesn't want his 
family to have to pay any extra 
costs to keep him alive. He also 
doesn't want to take up space in die 
hospital, he said. The only way he 
would allow doctors to keep him 
hooked up to a machine is if he was 
a guinea pig for new drug experi- 
ments. 

Aldiough he has a written state- 
ment with his doctor, it doesn't 
meet die requirements of a living 
will. 

"Now that we've got diese pa- 
pers, die wife and I will go ahead 
and fill one out," he said. 

Young said that aldiough she 
doesn't agree widi life support for 
an elderly patient, it may be 
acceptable for a younger patient. 
Her Son suffered a massive heart at- 
tack when he was just 40 years old, 
and needed life supp(Ht to pull him 
duough the trauma. 

"At that age, life support is 
wonderful. For the elderiy, if dicre's 
no quaUty ollife tefl. diere's no 
prolonging it," she said. 
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back. 

"It's really been a blessing to 
be a part of diat progr^," said 
Mullen, a 47-year-<dd grand- 
modio'ofduee. 

The pn^ram takes place in a 
classroom setting and Mullen is 
able to woik one-on-one widi die 
students. 

"It's a good feeling when you 
s^ you've helped odier pe(q)te. It 
takes patience," she said. "I enjoy 
being able to help diose diat need 
help. I can undo'stand where 
diey're roming from." 

Mullen, who enjoys reading 
inspirational bodes, said she also 
has a passion fw walking. Each 
day on her lunch hour, Mullen 
walks two miles aroimd die mu- 
nicipal complex, "no matter what 
dieweatho'. 

"It's scmiediing about diat quiet 
time, a time to enjoy Uie beauty 
of die outside," she said. 
"Walking has helpal me keep my 
weight down. It's been good to 
me." 

Mullois' plans for die future 
include possibly rebuning to 
Tidewater Community Cdlege to 
take classes in clerical sbidies. In 
the meantime, she'll continue to 
Iwightcn tilings up bs many city 
employees. 

"I love people," she said.

while they cannot Interfax widi mere religious belief and opinions, they 
may widi practices." 

The Fourteenth Amendment was 72 years old before it was used to setde 
a case involving religious freedom. In 1940, in Cantwell v. Connecticut, 
the United States Supreme Court unanimously ruled diat die state of Con- 
necticut had violated the rights of Jehovah's Witnesses. Thus, the court as- 
soted that die "due process" clause of die Fourteenth Amendment made die 
First Amendment, which specifically apphes only to Ctmgress, applicable 
to die states. 

During this century, die main area whoe government relations with re- 
ligion have raised established problems is sectarian education. The first 
time the Su[Heme Court intoprete^ldie "establishment of religion" clause 
of the First Amendmcnt~wa*-in^47 in die case of Everson v. Board of 
Education ofEwing Township (NJ). By a vote of five to four, it held diat 
the use* of public funds to transport pupils to a parochial school was not 
impropo-. 

Hie majority believed that this use of public funds was intended to en- 
sure die safety of die children. But Justice Black asserted, "The establish- 
ment of religion clause of die First Amendment means at least this: Nei- 
dier a state nor the federal govonment can set up a church. Neidier can 
pass laws which aid one religion, aid all religions, or prefo' one religion 
over anodier ... No tax in any amount, large or small, can be levied to 
support any religious activities or institutions, whatever they may be 
called or whatevCT form diey may adopt to teach or practice religion." 

In 1962, Engelv. Vitals (New Yoilc regents' prayer case) concerned a 
non-denominational prayer aiq>roved by the New Yoric State Board of Re- 
gents for use at the beginning of each school day. The parents of ten stu- 
dents challenged the prayer in court The Supreme Court ruled diat the 
prayer violated the Constitution. Justice Black asserted that the establish- 
men^of religion prohibition "must at least mean that in this country it is 
no part of die business of government to compose official prayers for any 
group of die Americiui peqile to recite as part of a religious program car- 
ried on by govemment" 

Following this decision, more than 100 Congressmen introduced mea- 
suies to amend die First Amendment! Public hearings were held on the 
proposed changes. At a press confwence. President Kennedy said, "We bave 
in this case a very easy remedy, and that is to pray to ourselves, and I 
would think diat it would be a welcome reminder to every American family 
diat we can pray a good deal more at hnme and attend our churches with a 
good deal more fidelity, mid we can make die true meaning of prayer much 
more important to die lives of our children." 

Two more establishment cases came before die court in 1963. The Board 
of School Commissioners of Baltimore, Md., had approved a rule diat city 
schools open each day with die reading, widiout comment, of a chapter 
from die Bible. Tlie Lord's Prayer could also be used. 

William J. Murray III was a student in a Baltimore public school. He 
and his mother Madalyn were professed adieists, and Jefferson has asserted 
long ago diat the First Amendment guaranteed bodi freedom for religion 
and freedom firom religion. The Murrays filed suit to have diose religious 
exocises declared unconstitutional. 

The court ruled on Murray v. Curlett, along widi a related case, Abing- 
don District v. Schempp, that religious exercise&conducted as part of the 
curricular activities of die public school violated the Establishment Clause 
of die First Amendment The court said, "The place of religion in our 
society is an exalted one, achieved dirough a long tradition of reliance on 
the home, die church, and die inviolable citadel of die individual heart and 
mind. We have come to recognize dirough bitter experience that it is not 
widiin the power of government to invade diat citadel, whether its purpose 
of effect be to aid or oppose, to advance or retard. In the relationship be- 
tween man and religion, the state is firmly committed to a position of 
neutrality." 

During die 1980s, tbp court made a number of controversial decisions 
reaffirming die separation of church and state. In June 1980, Stone v. Gra- 
ham: Kentucky public schools may not post die Ten Commandments. In 
May 1983: Bob Jones University v. United States, refusal of church col- 
lege to allow interracial dating and marriage among students a violation of 
die Free Exercise clause. In June 1985; Wallace v. J(^ree, Alabama school 
prayer law authorizing a daily moment of silence in public schools ruled 
unconstitutional. 

On June 4, 1990, in a case filed by a student at Westside High School in 
Omaha, Neb., the Supreme Court drew a distinction between endorsing re- 
ligion and permitting religion. The court gave student-organized religious 
clubs access to public schools. Thus, secondary students may now assem- 
ble voluntarily after school on school property to read die Bible and pray. 
But, die debate over "freedom of religion" continues.

upper level income divisions diat are not offered by die least wealthy. 

• TTiere arc 1 1 English courses offered by eidier die michUe or upper level 
divisions diat are not offered by die least wealdiy. 

• Only half of die poorer school divisions have art taught by an art spe- 
cialist while 100 percent of die tipper level and 74 percent of die jniddle 
rage school divisions do. 

• Advanced placement chemistry and physics is five to six times more 
likely to be offered in die wealdiier school divisions. 

The above findings are only a portion of die report, but one can see diat 
equal educational opportunity is not available for all children. To attempt 
to equalize opportunities, the commission makes a series of recommenda- 
tions one of which is a change in the distribution of state aid. However, 
this change cannot be made in isolation to die odier series of recommenda- 
tions made by the commission because one change widiout the odiers will 
not begin to solve die problems. Also, it will help no one to just take 
money from wealdiio- districts and give it to poorer districts, diough that 
might sound like die simple solution. Equalization must be to raise die 
services and programs of all divisions not to lower diose of die wealthy 
(mes. 

The commission has done a tremendous amount of work and made some 
very useful suggestions, but die education of Virginia's children lies in die 
hands of die members of die General Assembly. They must decide what die 
state's priorities will be and whether diey can raise die revenue to meet 
diose priorities. Virginia's futtu% rests on their leadership.

Tides Coming To Virginia Beach 
Was "Great Idea," But Not Now 



A new stadium for the Tidewa- 
ter Tides was a "great idea" but 
the timing was wrong for Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Tuesday City Council voted 
unanimously to table indefinitely 
die $18 million stadium complex 
proposal that would have brought 
die ball club to Virginia Beach. 

Councilman Harold 

Heischober, a member of Uie 
board of directbii ofdiTTi3es, 
who made the motion to table 
die proposal, remarked, "We all 
diought it as a great idea," but in 
a letter to council members 
which he read at Tuesday's meet- 
ing, he said diat since the Tides 
organization approached the 
mayor and city administration 
several months ago, "changes 
have occurred in the fiscal envi- 
ronment in which the city oper- 
ates." 

He cited die escalation of the 
Persian Gulf military com- 



mitment, widi its substantial de- 
ployment of Hampton Roads 
military personnel, with an 
associated reduction in consumer 
buying power, a deepening na- 
tional and state economic reces- 
sion and escalating budget con- 
straints on the city government. 

Council William D. Sessoms, 
Jr., put it more simply. "The 
public got the message to me 
loud and clear," he said. 

Among those prepared to 
speak - against the city's spend- 
ing public money on die stadium 
was Maury Jackson, chairman of 
the Council of Civic Organiza- 
tions. 

Council's action cancelled the 
scheduled presentation on the 
stadium by W. Andrew Burke, 
director of economic develop- 
ment, and comments citizens 
signed up to speak on the issue. 

Sessoms also thanked the staff 
for the work on the^project. The 



staff, said Heischober dioroughly 
examined alternatives and evalu- 
ated various revenue and cost 
projections. The site suggested 
is located near die Farmers Mar- 

Heischober said, however that 
it is important that die Tides re- 
main in Hampton Roads and sug- 
gested that council keep itself 
open to a future consideration of 
a regional propoMAv a .fuNite'' 
sectw proposal or a reconsidera- 
tion of die Tides proposal under 
better economic conditions. 

He said that he did not feel it 
"prudent" to continue die discus- 
sions now. 

Still open is a proposal by the 
city of Norfolk to erect a $15 
million facility at Bessie's Place, 
a site near Waterside in down-"" 
town Norfolk. 

The Tides management has 
given notice that it wants a new 
stadium or would consider mov- 
ing to another area. 



CounciICtflSsiders Meetings; City-Paid Travel 



Virginia Beach will have fewer 
and shorter council meetings and 
more restriction on city-paid 
travel by council members if 
changes requested by two council 
members are adopted next Tues- 
day. 

Toward the close of Tuesday's 
meeting. Councilman Harold 
Heischober distributed to council 
members four ordinances pro- 
posed by himself and Council- 
man James W. Brazier, Jr., mo- 
tivated, according to the ordi- 
nance language, by the economic 
climate at die local and national 
level. 

Where now the council has 
four meetings a month - on the 
first, second and third Tuesday 
afternoon and on the fourth 
Tuesday in die evening, starting 
at 6 p.m., the proposed ordi- 
nance calls for meetings on only 
die first and third Tuesday, bodi 
starting at 6 p.m. 

However, if the scheduled 
meeting falls on a holiday, the 
ordinance requires that the meet- 
ing be held on the next succeed- 
ing day diat is not a holiday at 
the same hour. Now, make-up 
meetings are left up to a simple 
vote of council. 

The ordinance also provides 
for meetings during July to be 
held on die first two Tuesdays at 
6 p.m. July is the month in 
which the city has traditionally 
taken off two weeks fa vacatirai. 

Another ordinance would 
shorten the lengdi of time per- 
mitted citizens to address coun- 
cil. Remarics would be limited to 
five minutes each (down from 
ten) unless extended by council 
and any person who expected 
remarks to exceed five minutes is 
"encouraged to sutmiit Miditional 
remarks to the council in writ- 
ing." 

A third ordinance is more spe- 
cific about the handling of 



agenda items. It addresses dead- 
lines for add-on agenda items and 
requires a two-thirds vote of 
council for consideration of 
items submitted after the dead- 
lines. 

An ordinance restricting travel 
expenses for council members 
would make die members eligible 
for in-city or out-of-city travel 
expenses reimbursement only 
when authorized by city councd 
and when die mayor or a council 
member designated by the mayor 
to represent die mayor conducts 
official city business. 

The ordinance notes that the 
city has experienced a 
"substantial revenue shortfall due 
in part to an unfavorable eco- 
nomic climate at both the local 
and national level" and that 



"council should share in the 
city's efforts to reduce die city's 
revenue shortfall." 

The ordinance on die meeting 
changes notes that because of 
budgetary constraints the city 
has been forced to respond to an 
increased demand for services 
with increasingly limited re- 
sources and the frequency of 
council meetings makes it diffi- 
cult for the staff to respond to 
council concerns and requests in 
a timely and thorough manner, 
placing an additional and unnec- 
essary demand on the city's lim- 
ited resources. 

The meetings ordinance allows 
for informal meetings in the 
council chambers on regular 
meeting days.

Failure To Report Means Penalty 



Most Social Security and Sup- 
plemental Security Income (SSI) 
overpayments result from 
beneficiaries not promptly reporting 
changes that affect the amount of. 
or entitlement to, their checks. 
Failure to make a Umely report can 
result in a penalty as well 

The single biggest cause of So- 
cial Security overpayments is 
beneficiaries not reporting, or un- 
derreporting, yearly earnings. Some 
benefits must be withheld if 1991 
earnings will exceed $9,720 for 
those who arc 65 to 69 years old, or 
$7,080 for those under age 65. This 
report must be made directly to So- 
cial Security by a beneficiary under 
age 70 whose earnings will go over 
these limits. 

There are special rules that apply 
to disability beneficiaries (including 
disabled widows and disabled adult 
children) who work. For these peo- 
ple any work must be reported, re- 
gardless of the amount of earnings. 
We need to know about any medical 
improvement as well. 

SSI recipients must report any 
change in their income and re- 
sources, as well as any change in 
living arrangements. As jjlher in- 



come increases, the SSI check must 
decrease. There is a resource limit 
each yesa that must be carefully 
observed. A living arrangement 
change can also cause the SSI check 
to increase (x decrease. 

Other events that must be re- 
ported by all beneficiaries are death 
or marriage of the beneficiary; 
ch^ge of address; and a beneficiary 
'who is no longer in custody of his 
or her representative payee. 

We send a booklet about events 
that must be reported along with 
every benefit award letter. It is the 
beneficiary's responsibility to make 
these reports promptly in order to 
avoid overpayments and possible 
penalties. 

You can make a report by calling 
our toll-free telephone number 1- 
800-2345-SSA (1-800-234-5772). 
The best time to call is between 7 
and 9 a.m., although you can speak 
to a representative from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. weekdays. The Norfolk Social 
Security office is located in the 
Federal Building, 200 Grandby 
Street. The office is open from 9 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

Oceana's Robin 
Clark Mourns For The 
Persian Gulfs Lost 
Wildlife

Robin Clark is concerned about 
war. 

What she's more conconed about, 
however, is the impact that Saddam 
Hussein's revengeful oil spill into 
the Persian Girif is having on the 
environment. 

Clark, an Oceana Gardens resi- 
dent, is worried that the endangered 
animals will be neglected and 
killed, all because there is a war 
going on. 




"People don't think of the impact 
that oil. fighting and bombs have 
on animals," she said. "If all the 
animals are gone it's not going to 
matter if we're in a war or not be- 
cause we'll all be dead." 

To Clark, it's heartbreaking that 
the animals that are exposed to the 
oil spill are dying and nothing is 
being done to stop it. She noted 
that when the EXXON oil spill oc- 
cured in Alaska, many 
environmental organizations rushed 



to help clean up and save the ani- 
mals. 

"This is ten times bigger and you 
don't hear anything about it," she 
said. "I'd go over there and help if 
they'd put me on a boat." 

Clark said that she feels that 
cleaning up the Persian Gulf has 
been put on the back burner. The 
water condition may improve but 
the animals' condition won't 

"They want to focus on war and 
put this catastrophe aside," said 
Clark. 

She added that it is both the 
United States' and Irtq's 
responsibility to clean the mess up. 

"Everybody needs to pitch in on 
this," she said. 

Clark's concern for the environ- 
ment stems from a long-time per- 
sonal love for animals. She cur- 
rently has about 24 pets living in 
her home: four mice, seven fish, a 
hampster, a hermit crab, a snake, 
two parakeets, a baby parakeet, a 
cat, German Shepherd, two other 
birds and two toy Chihuauasr. 

Hn passion for animals began at 
an ^ly age. In 1979, Clark, who 
is itPiorida native, worked at the 
former Norfolk zoo, now the 
Viffinia Zoological Park, for about 
a year until she broke her leg 
training horses. 

She then moved back to Florida 
where she attended Santa Fe Teach- 
ing Zoo. 

"It's a school with a zoo. They 
teach you to wojk with animals," 
she said. 

Clark also volunteered at the 
Jacksonville zoo while in school 
and later worked at the Bronx zoo in 
New York City. 

Clark is currently cleaning

houses and working with East 
Coast Productions, a company that 
sponsors motorcycle shows, races 
and events. But, she still has hopes 
of working at a zoo again. 

Clark showed her support for the 
troops in Saudi Arabia recently 
when she visited Washington D.C. 
for a war support rally. She and her 
boyfriend took their motorcycles 
and Clark's two small dogs. She 
dressed the Chihuauas in helmets, 
goggles and leather vests, and taped 
American fiags to their backs to 
show her patriotism. 

"I went to support the troops be- 
cause the Vietnam vets were going 
up there. At the same time I was 



putting in a few words about the 
animals," she said. 

Clark said that the United States 
should talk to Iraq about letting 
someone go in safely and rescue the 
oil-slicked animals from the Gulf 
But, Saddam Hussein may not go 
for that idea. 

"I think he's crazy. Anyone who 
would do something so detrimental 
to the environment is a madman," 
she said. "I wish they could capture 
him or kill him so this thing could 
end. 1 really don't like the war at 
all." 

Clark said she often thinks about 
the future and how the neglected

Cavalier Garden Club 
Donates $1,500 To VERS 

Oceanfront Squad 
Purchased Automatic 
Defibrilator; May Save 
Many More Lives

The Cavalier Garden Club has 
pulled through for the Virginia 
Beach Rescue Squad once again. 

The club recendy donated $1,500 
to die squad, enabling it to purchase 
a piece of equipment diat may save 
the lives of many Virginia Beach 
residents. 

According to Courtney Dyer, the 
squad's public relations chairman, 
the rescue squad this year bought an 
automatic defibrilatoras part of its 
"Heart Start" program. 

The garden club has donated funds 
to the squad each year since about 
1970. 

"It's kind of a surprise each year. 
They've been very supportive of 
us," said Dyer. "We don't have the 
time to do much in the means of 
fundraising." 

The Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
is just one of 1 1 in the city that 
make up die country's largest all- 
volunteer rescue squad. 



"They do such a good job in Vir- 
ginia Beach for us. They're a very 
worthy cause to give to," said Betty 
Jo Curran, club parliamentarian and 
past president 

Curran said the club knew the 
money would go towards a new 
piece of .equipment, but it didn't 
know what kind. 

'They had told us they y^anted to 
buy this defibrilator," she said. 

The machine is designed to shock 
the heart when its muscles die and 
don't pump blood effectively. The 
shock helps Uie heart's pulses tc 
start up again. Dyer said. 

The defibrilator cost the squad 
$2,000. This machine is die second 
of its kind to be purchased by the 
squad. Dyer said the squad hopes to 
put a machine on all five of its 
ambulances. 

The squad began its "Heart Start" 
program last month by training 
each volunteer how to use the 
defibrilator. The squad has always 
used a manual defibrilator, but only 
a cardiac technician or paramedic 
was qualified to use it 

The Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians are qualified to perform basic 
CPR but always had to wait for a 
paramedic to arrive- to use the 

defibrilator. Now. all EMTs are

qualified to use the automatic ma- 
chine. 

"We hope it saves considerably 
more people," said Dyer. "We hope 
the survival rate will increase sig- 
nificanUy with diis new piece of 
equipment" 

Although die garden club's prime 
objective is beautification, it has 
always considered die rescue squad 
an important part of its donations. 

"We fell like diey'd use whatever 
money we gave them for something 
real worthwhile," said club presi- 
dent Jackie Visser. 



The 50-member club raises the 
money each year by holding an 
auction and a raffle. Most of the 
money goes towards the rescue 
squad, and the rest is used to beau- 
tify ihc Oceanfront 

In die past, die club has donated 
money to Virginia Beach Junior 
High so it could plant trees; and 
planted Howers at Beach Garden 
Park, the Life-Saving Mu.seum and 
the 25th Su-cel Park. 

Dyer said that without the club's

On(% again, a councihnan has 
found it necessary to b^kwateron an 
issue he favors. First, it was the hasty 
moving up on the City CouncU 
agenda of the Lake Ridge Associ- 
ates' application for re-zoning. This 
time it was the construction of the ' 
Tide's baseball stadium. 

Harold Heischober's reasons for 
tabling the matter indefinitely, as he 
explained at the meeting, wa% quite 
valid; bad economic times and 
budget shortfalls. From the com- 
ments of other members on council it 
was clearly evident that the real rea- 
sonwaslheclamorousoutcrybythecity'sresidentsandvoters. Isn't itamazin^ 
^drndicn^eopte^werefo m^ite ^isitive to the costs and econoinic impact ^ 
project than the very members of council who are supposed to be much bctiet 
informed? Certainly the growing economip crisis has been no secret for almost 
a year, yet council went ahead and spent a bundle of money and staff time only 
to accept what the general public already knew. 

Where are those who so stridendy screamed against the waste of money or 
studies by the city during the last election? 

In a time of prosperity, with budget surpluses, die stadium might have beer 
a luxury we could afford. But, diis is a time when things are tough. Not only 
here, but everywhere; but unfortunately, especially here. It is a dme when " 
governments at all levels must ask die hajrd question: Can we afford it? 

The federal government isdoing justdiatand is finding theanswerby rapidly • 
shifting the burden to the states. With diis added burden, plus many cosdy state 
programs, made worse by bureaucradc mismanagement, the state of Virginia 
is hurting. And where do you diink they are going to unload dieir burden? 
You're right! On the cities and counties throughout die state. Since Virginia 
Beach has always been treated as a stepchild it will be worse here. 

To borrow and modify Harry Truman's famous statement, "The lack of 
bucks stops here!" 

The long-range future is also not very bright. The Tidewater area has duived 
for many years on the ever growing amounts of money spent by die military in 
the area, and by their per^nnel, dependents and civilian employees. The new 
federal budget submitted to Congress includes substantial cuts for the Navy, 
which will be strongly felt here. This isevenbefcH^ Congress gets to work using 
the so-called peace dividend few more hair-brained, pork barrel projects. 

Unfortunately our new council has seen fit to increase our deficit spending 
for questionable i»°ojects in the Ciqiital Improvement Program. As a result, die 
debt service on project bonds will continue to grow, taking an evei increasing 
bite out of an alrefdy troubled budget 

There is a limit as to how many economies can be made in die operation of 
the city before the lack of services will start to seriously detoioraie the city's 
quality of life. We wonder if council will, unlike Governor Wilder, take the 
politically unpalatable course of raising taxes or will diey follow his lead and 
begin to place city employees on unpaid furloughs? 

Cutting die Capital Improvement Program makes more sense Uian cutdng 
too deeply into city services, laying off or furloughing employees or raising 
taxes. Isn't it time to review the CI? as we did die stadium? And ask die 
question. "Can we afford it?"

Familiar TV Faces

It's great gdng hcMne at night to a 
tighdy knit family, all cozy and 
warm like an afghtti. It's woiiderful 
to reunite widi kith and kin and share 
stories of Got day, whoher they are 
stories of triimph or defeat, joy or 
swrow. 

Amidst our idea sharing time, 
famdiar fr«ndly faces from a nearby 
televiskm set sanile at us and with 
each passing day seem to be more 
like {»rt of our family. These wt 
immediately recognizable faces, 
diat if s^ m die street would likely evoke a response frtxn a pa»nt>y 
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In recent days, die war in the Persian Gulf has occupied Uie 
thoughts of the American ^ple, including its children. 

Because young children frequendy have concerns diey cannot ex- 
press, or have unrealistic impressions that go unstated, both parents 
and school officials are encouraged to talk regularly with them as 
events in that region occur. 

Since the first American troops left for Saudi Arabia last summer 
students have sought comfort for their fears and answers to dieir 
questions from their farifiilies and in their schools. This is 
particularly true in communities where military call-ups have 
involved a large number of local citizens. Children with parents or 
other family members in the military may require special 
understanding, especially if diose family members are alread) 
overseas, expect to be called into action, or are experiencing 
financial or other family stress at home due to die war. 

To deal widi dieir children's apprehension, parents can watch tele- 
vision news and commentary with their children, and thus help put 
events in the proper perspective and moral context. They should 
consider limiting die amqunt of time their children are exposed to 
war-related newscasts to avoid pre-occupation with negative impres- 
sions. This may be particularly important should the atrocities of 
war, including civilian casualties and ueatment of prisoners of war, 
become vivid media topics. 

Children will find it comforting to know diat some of dieir fears 
and concerns are shared also by their parents, school board members, 
school administrators and teachers, for whom this is not dieir first 
war. 

The schools, together with parents at home, can serve as a valu- 
able resource for children. School attendance itself can provide a 
needed stability in children's lives. An understanding and explanation 
of world events can be a part of both classroom and home activities. 
By simply showing children a world globe, they will better under- 
stand what is occurring and appreciate their distance far from the 
fighting. 

The following answers respond to the kinds of fears and percep- 
tions that may come into children's minds: 

• Iraqi missiles cannot reach the United States, which is 7,000 
miles away. 

• Threats of terrorism are just that - threats. Terrorism in other 
parts of the world is not a real factor in America's day-to-day life, al- 
though certain precautions must be taken.

Schools and parents should be alert for signs of continuing student 
stress, such as withdrawal, aggressive behavior, lisdessness, hyper- 
activity, or blatant fear. If a child is having a problem, parents 
should talk to their child's teacher so that proper attention and 
understanding can be given at school. Many schools have resources 
for counseling or can refer die student to community agencies. Par- 
ents should look for special television programs for children, in- 
cluding a number of programs diat are being {H'oduce by school dis- 
tricts. School districts should share resources and ideas to deal with 
students' concerns and encourage discussion of the war's effecFon 
students at PTA meetings and otho- school activities. 

Beyond providing assurance to children, parents and educators 
should di»:uss die issues and reasons fw the Persian Gulf War, espe- 
cially among older children. Perceptions of ctesdi. right and wrong, 
and an understanding of world events varies, depending upon die in- 
dividual student and his or her age.

Not Enough Attention Given To Mass Transit In CIP

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fen- 
tress diinks that too little atten- 
tion has been given to mass 
transit in die proposed Compre- 
hensive Plan for the city. 

At a recent workshop he said, 
"We're running out of places to 
put roadways. We can't afford 
cars as they are today - every- 
body has two or three." He said 
diat most of the emphasis in die 
Comprehensive Plan is placed on 
improving roadways. 

Fentress, a member of the- 
Tidewater Transportation District 
Commission, has supported light 
rail. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that die plan does include 
mass transit in its transportation 
section. 

The plan states diat part of die 
city's strategy is to reduce its 
dependence on the automobile, 
giving greater attention to public 
transportation alternatives. The 
plan says that consideration 
should be given to establishing 
transit service along selected 
corridors in the city and consid- 
ering transit as an important 
component of the transportation 
system. One issue associated 
with transit, the plan says, has 
been an inability to establish a 
regional transit network capable 
of serving the entire Hampton 
Roads area. 

Fentress said that he would 
like to see more about mass 
transit in die plan. He said diat 
the regional approfu:h should be 
the ultimate goal and that 
emjAasis should be put on mass 
transit. 

Council will have a public 
hearing on the plan at its 6 p.m. 
meeting on Feb. 26. At a work 
session next Tuesday at 9 a.m., 
council will review recommenda- 
dons of council considered at the 
past diree work sessions. Coun- 
cil has 90 days from die receipt 
of die plan from Uic Planning 
Commission (which was Sept 
12) to act on the budget CouiKil 
will set die date for die formal 



uuiisiaerauon ot the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 

In a further reference to the 
transportation section. Council- 
man Paul J. Lanteigne said it 
would be useful to know die road 
plans of neighboring Chesa- 
peake and Knots Island. 

Much of die recent discussion 
centered on conditional zoning. 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said she still did not understand 
conditional zoning. Under condi- 
tional zoning a rezoning is made 
more palatible with the 
submission of proffers by the 
applicant. In this way die devel- 
oper assures the city that he or 
she will help pay the cost the 
city expects to incur as a result 
of the proposed development. 
The proffers may be cash, land 
or die construction of a road. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that under state law, the ap- 
plicant has to volunteer the 
probers and even then, what 4he 
applicant wants may not work. 
Or, he said, the plan may work, 
but the an>licants may not prof- 
fer enough. 

Council also continued discus- 
sion on the 4,100-acre transi- 
tional zone south of the Green 
Line which was proposed by die 
Planning Commission in a De- 
cember supplement to the plan 
which was submitted in Septem- 
ber. 

Also suggested during the 
council workshops for inclusion 
in the transitional zone is an 
extension to West Neck Creek 
and the inclusion of the proper- 
ties which were downzoned but 
where downzoning was found to 
be illegal. Most of these proper- 
ties are east of West Neck Cr^k, 
where, Scott said, the city has 
no road improvements scheduled. 
He said the area west of West 
Neck Creek would be more likely 
consideration for inclusion as 
transitional zones because some 
road improvement is included 
there. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that he would like to kimw 
tow many acres are in au die ar- 
eas being considered. Also tow 



many of those acres can be de- 
veloped. He said that the infor- 
matirai would have some bearing 
on whether to extend the transi- 
tional area. 

He said that 4,100 acres 
sounds like a lot but it isn't 
much when some of the land is 
not developable. 

Scott also explained diat under 
conditional zoning, an applicant 
cannot proffer construction of a 
road which is not in the Capital 



Improvement Plan. Yet, it can be 
argued diat if die road is abeady 
in the plan the need is already 
there. Scott said that die appli- 
cant would dien proffer to expand 
the road to take care of die im- 
pact from his development. 

Scott also cautioned council 
that the plan, whatever is 
adopted, will have to be revised 
later to accommodate other man- 
dates of the Chesapeake Bay 
Preservation Act. He said that 



the most frequendy asked ques- 
tions have to do with environ- 
mental questions. 

The plan also does away widi 
die AG-1 and AG-2 Districts as 
well as die 20-acre overlay soudi 
of the Green Line, replacing 
diem widi a new AG-3 District. 
The intent is to. eliminate the 
development of housing along a 
strip along the roadways and to 
cluster housing, instead. The 
property owner would be permiti 



ted the same number of lots for 
development - one for every 150 
feet of road frontage, but will be 
permitted to cluster die lots. 

Paul Lanteigne said that the 
people in die rural area want die 
same rights as die people in the 
northern end of die city. He said 
that most of them don't want to 
sell their land, but they don't 
want to be told not to by the 
government. The proposed plan 
gives diem some rights, he said. 



City May Not Afford School Board Budget 



As City Council continues to 
talk about cutting corners. 
Councilman Louis R. Jones con- 
tinues to see the School Board 
"moving forward with a budget 
that we will not be able to af- 
ford." 

He suggested at a recent work 
session meeting widi school of- 
ficials, fostering communication 
"so diat diey won't be expecting 
full funding." Otherwise, he said, 
the city will have a 
"confrontation I'm trying to 
avoid." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
agreed, saying diat she has asked 
for information on the cuts diat 
have been node by the board. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that he is incredibly 
concerned with what comes out 
of die School Board. He said diat 
what he has been seeing is an 
eight or nine cent real estate tax 
increase. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said, "We are in a deep reccs- 
sicm," and patting an eight cent 
tax on folks wto have had a de- 
munition of wages could not be 
borne. "We will have an outcry 
like we nevw had before." 

Mayw Meyoa OboiMtof added 
that the projection for 
municii»lities for die next thr^ 
years is bad. 

Councilman Robert W. 
Clybum, a former Sctool Board 
member, said Uiat he was not 
disagreeing, but dut the School 
Budget consists of 89 percent of

School Reorganizing Plan Was Discussed 



A plan reorganizing die central 
administration of the Virginia 
Beach public schools, which 
would cut 74.S positions and is 
projected to save approximately 
$1.S million in annual expendi- 
tures, was discussed recendy by 
die Virginia Beach School Board. 

Action on die plan is antici- • 
pated at the board's Feb. 19 
regularjpublic meeting. 

The ^lan 's developed by 
acting supei..i(endent S. John 
Davis, who first presented it to 
the School Bc»rd at an executive 
session on Feb. 4. Davis stated 
the reorganization "should fur- 
ther strengthen our instructional 
program and streamline central 
office administrative services." 
He said that die changes would 
in no way j^pardize either the 
instructional program or the 
healdi and safety of students. 

The school division is con- 
fronted with major funding cut- 
tacks due to city and state rev- 
alue stortfalls. To maintain cur- 
r^t levels of programs and ser- 
vices in 1991-92 - including 
state-mandated programs - the 
city's schools ne^ an estimated 
$14.5 million in additional rev- 
enue. Davis iiKiicated Ik also was 
motivated by the desire to make 



more effective and efficient use 
of cenb'al office personnel. 

The number of positions to be 
eliminated totals 74.S; 48 are at 
the administrative professional 
level and 26.5 are classified pro- 
fessional positions. Davis said 
he expects the reorganization 



will result in a net reduction in 
administrative expenditures of 
approximately $1.5 million to 
$1.9 million, depending on die 
school division's ability to reas- 
sign affected personnel to other 
budgeted positions coming open 
dirough normal atU'ition.

Blue potatoes, white eggplant, 
yellow beets and white tomatoes 
are no joke. They are among the 
many different colored vegeta- 
bles available as garden 
novelties. As flower gardeners 
strive for white marigolds and 
blue roses, so vegetable 
enthusiasts also look for novelty 
and unusual colors in their crops. 
Traditional vegetables, such as 
squash, are good examples of 
vegetables that have changed 
their colors. Zucchini, which we 
traditionally think of as having a 
daik-^een rind, is now available 
in yellow cultivars such as "Gold 
Rush" Scalloped. The patty-pan 
squash we normally see in white 
or pale green is now available in 
a dark-green variety call 
"Scallopini." 

Yellow-fleshed watermelons are 
not new, but received a boost 
several years ago with the intro- 
duction of an award-winning va- 
riety called "Yellow Baby." Not 
only are there watermelons with 
yellow flesh, but also the 
"Golden Midget" variety has a. 
yellow rather than green rind at 
maturity to contrast with the red 
flesh inside. Most of the unusual 
watermelons are small-fruited 
varieties. 

While the quality of many 
vegetables with unusual colors is 
just as good as those with tradi- 
tional colors, some are best used 
as novelties. One of these is the 
blue potato. One variety, "All 
Blue," has blue skin and blue 
flesh. Another variety. "Blue 
Victffl-," has blue skin with white 
flesh. While blue potatoes are 
quite edible, production from 
these types is generally lower 
than traditional varieties and 
potato size is smaller. 

Golden-fleshed p(Matoes. popu- 
lar in Europe, have become 
available in the U.S. "Yukon 
Gold" consistently produces a 
high quality, all-purpose potato 
with shallow eyes. It doa have 
two seven limitatk^ia; a suscep- 
tibility to scab aid a vaOe^y to 
develop h(Hlow heart in U^e tu- 
bers. 

White eggplant is also more 
Bsefol as a novelty since die 
fruitt are much tm^kr that the 
tracKtiai^ dark-purple types. The 
£niitt <rf die white ^gplanu are 
only d^Nly larger dian a hen's 
egg. In the yowf ttagn. ^y 
ae pure white mi ton yellow as 
they mature. Quality is ncM as 



gopd as the, purple eggplant.,, . 

Conversely, white, yellow and 
golden beets can be used for the 
same dishes as red beets. Light- 
colored beets grow as easily as 
Uieir red relatives, although they 
tend to be a little harder to ger- 
minate. These beets do not bleed 
their color, consequently they 
work well in combination with 
other vegetables. 

While beets may have gone 
from red to white, some tradi- 
tional yellow and green vegeta- 
bles have gone to red and purple. 



Some of these novelties include 
a green bean with purple pods 
call "Royal Burgundy," purple 
cauliflower such as "Royal Pur- 
ple," and an okra with deep-red 
pods, simply called red okra. Al- 
though these vegetables develop 
a deep red color, the color disap- 
pears when they are cooked, 
leaving them a dark green. Other 
vegetables available in red 
shades include red cabbage in 
varieties such as "Ruby Ball" and 
"Red Acre" and red lettuce such 
as "Red Salad Bowl." "Rubv" and 



"Red Sails." 

It only seems normal that the 
Aost popular vegetable, the 
tomato, is available in offbeat 
colors. In addition to the red and 
pink-fruited varieties, tomatoes 
are available in orange, yellow^ 
and white. Although these fruits 
are often considered low-acid 
types, tests have indicated dieir 
acid content is not appreciably 
different from red varieties.

Potato Leafhoppers Are Dangerous Pests

Potato leafhoppers feed on the 
vascular tissue of infested plants 
and can cause defoliation, stunt- 
ing, and dctah of shoots. 

Considered die most injurious 
potato pest in the East, this pest 
causes quite a bit of damage for 
commercial alfalfa growers. The 
potato leafhoi^r is responsible 
for potato tipbum (or hopper- 
bum) and dahlia stunt, as well 
as, the leafhopper injury of 
stunting and decline in vigor. 

The adult potato leafhopper is 
small - 1/8-inch long; ydlowish- 
grcen with a long, narrow body; 
clear, shiny wings; and white 
spots on its head and thorax. 
Tlie immature stages, or nym{riis, 
are 1/16-to 1/8-inch long and are 
wingless. Leafhoppers cannot 
overwinter in n(»them anas, so 
new insects are introduced each 
spring from the Gulf coast. Pre- 
vailing winds blow^die migrating 
north wh^e they appear almost 
overnight. In Virginia, potato 
leafhoppers can have six genera- 
tions before cold weather kills 
them. 

BcHh adult and nymph potato 
leafhoppers insert their hypo- 
dermic syringe-like mouth parts 
into the vascular tissue of the 
infested plant and remove plant 
juices. In this feeding process, 
digestive oizymes are inserted 
into the plant by the leaftopper 
causing a plant reaction which 
clogs the vascular channels in 
die sKm. This Mocks the trans- 
port of mineral nutrients and 
water up die stem, as well as 
photosynthate (the producu of 
irixHosynthesis) from the leaves 
tt» the roou. 

As a result, yellowing and 
stinting of the plant can occur. 



Adult female leafhoppers deposit 
two or three eggs a day for three 
or four weeks in slits cut into 
main veins and petioles. The 
eggs will hatch in approxi niately 
10 days and the nymphs will be 
full-grown two weeks later. 

When the potato leafhopper 
migrates north, it feeds initially 
on apple foliajge causing a 
whitening of the foliage and 
sometimes stunting. The 
leafhopper will then move to 
beans and later to potatoes, 
making each move when the fo- 
liage is several inches high. 
Tipbum, or hopperburn, is the 
prevalent injury seen on beans, 
potato^, eggplants, rhubarb and 
dahlias. Triangular brown spots 
appear at the tip of leaves, then 
on leaflets, then 6n the entire 
margin causing rolling inward 
and a brown, scorched look. 



Potato, eggplant, rhubarb and 
bean yields are cut significantly 
and affected dahlias often will 
not bloom. 

Controlling the potato 
leafhopper required season-long 
spray programs due to the num- 
ber of generations produced. It is 
possible that protecting crops 
with the use of floating row 
covers may also help reduce in- 
festation or even cause the 
leafhopper to bypass your garden 
for a period of time. Once a crop 
has been harvested and the plant 
removed, leafhoppers will move 
on to other food supplies, so 
good garden sanitation will also 
help though only minimally. 
Contact your local extension 
agent for current control recom- 
mendations.

Quality T\irfgrass Is Hard

Successful establishment of 
quality turfgrass can be diffjpult 
in Virginia. The extremes iVi 
temperature and moisture avail- 
ability create severe stresses on 
both cool- and warm-season 
grasses. 

The humidity common in this 
region promotes increased fun^ 
activity, and when coupled with 
the stresses created by the diffi- 
cult climate, all turf^ss plants 
have difficulty surviving. There- 
fore, selecting the appropriate 
turf and method of establishment 
requires some forethmight. 

Advantages and disadvantages 
of each method of lawn estab- 
lishment should be considered. 



The advantages of a quality sod- 
ding include: immediate erosion 
control; an instant green surface 
with no dust or mud; year-round 
establishment capability 
(whenever the ground is not 
frozen); reduced probability of 
establishment failure; freedom 
from weeds; quick-use capability; 
and a tangible quality that can be 
purchased. 

Sod installation provides a 
mature turf which has less prcb- 
ability of failing than a new 
seeding. Quality sod will be 
weed-fiee, wl^reas any new seed- 
ing will have some weed inva- 
sion. Sod is normally usable 
within two to three weeks. When 
a consumer makes a decision to

Since her return, Zatcoff has 
begun her own pasomi training 
business, now has three clients, 
and has taught occasionally at 
local gyms.

Most of Kleiman's clients opt for 
the one-hour massage, altHI»ugh 30- 
minute massages are available. She 
performs a full body massage in i 
private room with a soothing decor, 
with the lights dimmed. The clients 
is covered with a sheet with only 
his or her undergarments on. 
Kleiman only uncovers the part of 
the body that is being massaged. 

Although some therapists use 
powdo', Kleiman, like most, prefers 
an unscented plant oil to lubricate 
the skin. She frequently uses sweet 
almond oil and stresses never to use 
baby oil because it only clogs the 
skin. 

"It gives you the ability to rub 
the skin without pulling on it," she

Kleiman's massages cover the 
major muscle groups, she said, be- 
gining with an arm, then woiking 
her way to the shoulders, neck, legs 
and lowo^ back. She also massags 
the face and scalp, however, the 
breasts and genitals are avoided. 

"You become very tired and 
fuzzy. Then the cleansing action 
kicks back in and you end up with a 
vibrant feeling," she said. 

Kleiman said there are several 
massage techniques, including 
sports massage, trigger point ther- 
apy, accupressure, deep muscle 
therapy, and the most common, the 
basic Swedish therapeutic massage. 

Kleiman, who has performed up 
to 10 massages in one day, said her 
clients range in age from 20 to 70. 
Some are regular customers and 
some have only made -an ^)point-> 
ment once. 

"The majority of people who get 
one massage, usually try it again," 
she said. "If the problem they came 
in for is solved, they come back 
again." 

Although Kleiman works strictly 
out of the massage school, she said 
many therapists make house calls 
or work at health spas or for chiro- 
practors. At the massage therapy 
school, a one-hour massage costs 
$30 with a therapist and $20 with 
an advanced student. 



"The hand does a lot of move- 
ments but the strength comes from 
body weight. Therapists can go for 
hours and hours. Most therapists 

can do five in a row, then they sit 
down tired," Kleiman said. 

Kleiman said the main reason 
people seek massage is to relax and 
to relieve stress and muscle tension. 
The rubbing and pushing on the 
^in brings a new blood supply 
into the tissues, at the same time 
milking toxins from the tissue. 

"By increasing circulation, you 
take the bad blood out of the mus- 
cle and put the good blood back in," 
said Kleiman. 

Massage therapy is not hard to 
leani, Kleiman said, it just takes an 
understanding of anatomy and 
physiology. Kleiman's main goal 
as a therapist is to relax her clients 
or solve the problem they came to 
her to fix, such as a stiff, neck or 
back. 

"We don't heal bodies, we help 
the body heal itself," she said. 

Not only is Kleiman a therapist, 
but she also teaches anatomy and 
physiology at the school. She has 
also conducted workshops at the 
Kempsville Recreation Center. In 
her workshops, Kleiman shows 
participants how to perform the six 
basic strokes of massage, and foot 
reflexology. 

Even though Kleiman swears by 
massage therapy, there are some 
instances where massage could be 
harmful to a client. Kleiman said 
that massage is not recommended to 
pej)J)le with^ circuj^tojy ailnjcnts^ 
' cancer, hig4 fever, c^fdiat'lj^" 
lenfis, heavy tissue damage, or re- 
cent fractures and sprains. Massag- 
ing these conditions will only 
spread the infection more, she said. 

But, for those who are healthy 
but a little sore or stressed out, 
Kleiman will continue to let her 
fmgers do the walking. 

"I love watching people smile 
when they leave. 1 see people come 
in with frowns and headaches," she 
said. "It's a rewarding field to be in. 
You know when they come out of 
the room how good they feel." 



Sod 
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purchasing seed, there is great 
difficulty in estimating the turf 
quality of the end product. 

Sodding may have advantages, 
but it has problems, too. The 
initial expense of sodding is 
prohibitive for some. The lim- 
ited sod mixture selection may 
be a handicap in certain 
environments such as shade or 
where one desires exotic 
varieties. The successful rooting 
of sod is dependent upon many 
fact(H-s. It has been observed that 
Kentucky bluegrass has difficulty 
rooting in the early summer aftei 
seed-head inflorescences have 
emerged. Summer sod 
installation of cool-season 
grasses such as bluegrass can be 
successful if irrigation and sod- 
bed i»eparation are adequate. 

Situations where sod is the 
obvious answer to the estab- 
lishment problem include: where 



immediate 6rosion control is re- 
quired^ areas which nee.d to be 
quickly functional; where the 
need for established turf does not 
correspond to successful seeding 
times; or if there is a need for a 
quick, tangible quality or imme- 
diate property value increase. 

Sodding is frequently consid- 
ered to be an expensive means of 
establishing turfgrass; however, 
if one is careful to consider the 
total cost of a seeding, espe- 
cially in situations where 
seeding, is being used in marginal 
areas, the cost of sodding can 
often be chesqwr in the long run. 

If you decide to sod, be sure 
you purchase quality, certified 
sod. Contact your extension ser- 
vice for speciflc information 
about the types of quality, certi- 
fied sod available in your area.

He soon hit upon a theme whkh he ba| «Ni will prat effect: "A bode 
is easier to bum than to explain." In \7il, he woi a First Amemlment 
Award from die Hugh Heffner Foundation. The citatiMi read: "For his con- 
tributions and dedication to the fight for First Amendment rights at the ' 
grass-roots level, by working to defeat censo^ip legislation and by re- 
sponding to hundreds of librarians who have been threatemd by would-be 
censors." 

Many branded him pomogr^her for accepting this award, but he rqjlied, 
"I've become a First Amendment purist, When the Constitution says, 
'Congress shall pass no law . . . abridging freedom of q)eech.' that means 
no law. None!" 

In 1987, the American Library Association was targeted by the FBI in 
something called "The Library Awareness lYogram." This was an effort to 
keep track of those who read or checked out certain books and journals. Li- 
brarians objected to being enlisted as spies and called a meeting. 

For three hours in 1988, representatives of the FBI and of die American 
Library Association's Intellectual Freedom Committee met in a D.C. ptib- 
lic library. Toward tlK end of this tense encounter, Lanier said, "If you 
want awareness, you give us a statement on your program, and well put it 
in the library press and then 50,000 librarians will be aware of it" The FBI 
agreed, but such a statement was never sent! 

At the community forum, Jeff White, associate professor of history, 
TCC, will be the respondent to Lanier's presentation. The moderator for 
the evening's event is Kbrtha J. Sims, director, Virginia Beach public li-r 
brary system. 

The panel represents a variety of viewpoints. Dennis Hartig is the editOT 
of the Beacon: Michael J. Marks is director of the Virginia Beach Center 
for the Arts; Detective Don Rimer works for the Investigative Division of 
the Virginia Beach Police Department; and the Reveraid Fritz Stegemann 
is pastor of the Open Door Chapel. Questions from the audience will fol- 
low. 

Over two hundred years ago, Thomas Jefferson wrote, "The basis of 
government being the opinion of the people, the very Grst object should be 
to keep that right; and were it left to me to decide whether we should have 
a government without newspapers, or newspapers without a government, I 
should not hesitate a moment to prefer the l^ter". But I should mean that 
every man should receive those papers and be cspMtxx reading them." 

Through more than two centuries. We the People of the United States 
have relied on the press to keep us informed. While we may complain 
about the press, we basically trust it 

As Louis D. Brandeis, former Justice of the U.S. Suineme Court, wrote, , 
"The function of the press is very high. It is almost holy. It ought to serve 
as a forum fw the people, through which the people may know freely what 
, is going on. To misstate or suppress the news is a breach of trust." 

Journalists recognize their mission and understand that they are the 
"proxies" of the ordinary people. But today, with the nation involved in 
I)esert Storm, the problem of censorship has again been the subject of de- 
bate. There is an old cliche - "Truth is the first casualty of war." We the 
People are witnessing the fu^t TV war in history, with instant reports ev- 
ery hour and daily briefuigs. 

The members of the press understand that certain material must be with- 
held, but journalists complain that censors are going beyond their duty of 
protecting genuinely sensitive information. There is a fragile line when 
military censors are editing and changing, words which they consider 
politically offensive. Hiis is wrong! 

We the People know that in wartime we cannot be told the whole story, 
but we do not want to be lied to. So far, it appears the government is pre- 
%nting facts scrupulously and fairly within the national interest

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Failure To Report Means Penalty 



Most Social Security and Sup- 
plemental Security Income (SSI) 
overpayments resnlt from 
beneficiaries not pronuNly rqx>rting 
changes that affect the- amount of, 
or entitlement to, their checks. 
Failure to m^e a timely report can 
result in a penalty as well. 

The single biggest cause of So- 
cial Security overpayments is 
beneficiaries nol rep<Mting, or un- 
doreporting, yearly earnings. Some 
benefits must be withheld if 1991 
earnings will exceed $9,720 for 
those who are 65 to 69 years old, or 
$7,080 fw those under age 65. This 
report must be made directly to So- 
cial Security by a beneficiary under 
age 70 whose earnings will go over 
these limits. 

There arc special rules that apply 
to disability beneficiaries (including 
disabled widows ^i disabled adult 
children) who work. For these peo- 
ple any work must be reported, re- 
gardless of the amount of earnings. 
We need to know about any medical 
improvement as well. 

SSI recipients must report any 
change in their income and re- 
sources, as well as any change in 
living arrangements. As other in- 
come increases, the SSI check must 
decrease. There is a resource limit 
each year that must be carefully 
observed. A living arrangement 
change can also cause the SSI check 
to increase or decrease. 
" Other events that must be re- 
ported by all beneficiaries are death 
or marriage of the beneficiary; 
change of address; and a beneficiary 
who is no longer in custody of his 
or her representative payee. 

We send a booklet about events 
that must be reported along with 
every benefit award letter. It is the

Michael Elkins' Said His Life Has Fallen 
Into Place; He Loves Wife; Enjoys Job

In these tight economic times, 
many Virginia Beach residents are 
thankful to have a home to return 
to every day. 

Michael Elkins said that he, 
however, is luckier than most. 
Elkins contends that he has two 
homes - his "day home" and his 
"night home." 

The former is his place of 
work, a radiator shop on South 
Military Highway, which he 
worked at as a boy. He is the sole 
employee and has run the place, 
called Broadmoor Radiator Ser- 
vice, for the past 18 years. 

The latter is his Virginia Beach 
condominium, where he lives 
with his wife Helen and family - 
two teenage boys and various 
pets. 

"I'm totally comfortiblc in. 
both places," he said. "I'm fortu- 
nate in this way. 

"To me, giving my all in both 
of these places is what life is 
about," he noted. 

Elkins, 37, said he works hard 
at the shop so he can support his 
family, and the support he gets 
from them - Helen, in particular - 
gives him the enthusiasm to do 
his best at work. 

Elkins, who grow up in Nor- 
folk, said his grandfather. Smith 
Taylor Davidson, began teaching 
him the ropes of radiator work 
when he was just eight-years-old. 

"He insisted I watch everything 
he did," Elkins said. "He took 



me under his wing and was like a 
father figure to me." 

As a child, Elkins lived with 
his mother, an older brother, 
three younger brothers and a 
younger sister. 

He attended Norvicw junior and 
senior highs, and said he was 
quiet in school, though he had 
plenty of friends. 

"I loved reading and the sci- 
ences," he said. "I have always 
been a practical person." Elkins 
was one of three students at his 
high school to attend a national 
science conference, one year, he 
said. 

On weekends and during silm- 
mers he used to work at the 
radiator shop, which then had the 
same name - Broadmoor - but he 
did not plan to one day run the 
shop. Instead, Elkins wanted to 
become an astronaut. 

In his senior year in high 

school he was sworn into the 

U.S. Air Force, but, after 

, graduation, he ended up serving 

only briefly. 

His homecoming was not a 
sweet one, however. Elkins, in 
1973, lost his grandfather, some- 
thing he said pained him deeply. 

"I had a real hard time with 
that," he said. "I used to go ev- 
erywhere he went with him. 

"My grandfather was well- 
known for his handshake and his 
word," said Elkins. "He wouldn't 
sign his name, because he be- 
lieved people should take him at 
his word, which was always 
good." 



Elkins moved to Chesapeake 
during his 20s, actually living in 
quarters above the shop. He «tid 
he worked hard during these 
years, and that he has always en- 
joyed spending time with his 
family. 

Elkins, during these years, 
owned a Corvette and was vice- 
president of the Tidewater 
Corvette Club. 

His expanded his range of 
hobbies in his 30s, becoming 
interested in videos - watching 
them and making them. He cur- 
rently does some work for Zip 
Video, located in Clearwater, 




Fla., on the side, he said. 

Of his video collection. Gone 
Wiih the Wind and the Star Trek 
series are favorites. 

For Elkins, however, his 30s 
have been memorable so far 
mostly because he met his wife. 

It was a chance happening, 
too. He had wanted to watch a 
movie one night, and his brother 
dragged him out to a local bar - 
to Adam's in Norfolk. There he 
met Helen, who he said swept 
him off his feet. 

After dating for eight months, 
they were married, and Elkins 
said his home life has been 
"excellent" ever since. 

"She loves me, and she lets me 
know it, all the time," he said. 
"Knowing the woman rmarried 



truly loves me means the world 
to me." 

The two take many trips to- 
gether these days, he said, and 
enjoy eating out. . 

"I like coming home at night," 
he said, "and going to work in 
the morning. That says a lot" 

Elkins likes his woric because 
of the many people he meets. "I 
also like to run the whole show," 
he said. "I can keep things like 
they are, and I'm responsible for 
everything here." 

He said radiators are a 
"specialty" when it comes to auto 
mechanics. Many people don't 
know anything about them, he 
added. 

"A radiator is in front of your 
car, behind the grill," he said. "It 
cools your transmission. It's the 
workhorse of your car." 

Elkins fixes them, rebuilds 
them and installs new ones. He 
also warns people to be wary of 
some shops that fix: them. 

'There are a lot of dirty deeds 
that go on out the)-e," he said. 
"Most of my customers have 
been taken in the past, and I have 
to earn their confidence." 

Since radiators do not need fre- 
quent work, Elkins said he does 
not see faces twice in his shop, 
like some general automotive 
places sometimes do. But he said, 
still, he hears much about his 
customers' lives. 

"People open up to me all the 
time here," he said. "I get to talk 
to a lot of smiling faces." 

Elkins keeps two of his 
brother's dogs at the shop - a pit 
bull and a doberman. "They're 
well known here," he said, noting 
that he has always loved animals.

Pet Hotel and shares this interest, 
he noted. 

At this point, Elkins said he's 
happy with his life. 
. "Have you ever notice how 
things just fall into place?" he 
asked. "I may not be ultra-rich 
but I've got what I need and I lik( 
my life." 

Elkins said he has always made 
a habit of thinking before he acts 
which has kept him out of trou- 



ble and kept things in line in his 
life. 

He enjoys reading and particu- 
larly likes Stephen King books. 
His future plans include sending 
Angelo, 16, and Tommy, 14, 
through school, so they can have 
"careers."

Bad Pit Bull Can Ruin Species' Reputation 



Recent Pit Bull Inci- 
dents Stir Action, De- 
bate

Pit bulls are not the monsters 
they are made out to be, some 
Chesapeake residents say. 

The two most recent vicious-an- 
imal incidents involving pit bulls 
in Chesapeake, plus impending vi- 
cious-animal legislation, have 
prompted some community resi- 
dents to defend pit bulls. 

"Pit bulls are not inherently 
bad," said Helen Elkins, who woiics 
at Las Gaviotas Pet HoteH "Any 
dog can be made into a vicious dog, 
as these incidents display." 

Two pit bulls were shot to death 
by Chesapeake police in late Jan- 
uary, after the dogs reportedly ter- 
rorized residents in two neighbor- 
hoods. 

And these incidents allegedly 
prompted State Senator Mark L. 
Earley, R-Chesapeake, to push a 
bill requiring owners of vicious an- 
imals to pay a yearly $50 registra- 
tion fee, plus buy special liability 
insurance to cover any injuries or 
death the animal might cause. 

Patty Cowie, a Chesapeake An- 
imal Hospital employee, said she 
does not consider pit bulls vicious. 
"True, they are bred as fighting 
dogs," she said, "but we haven't 
seen a single one here we've had to 
muzzle to handle. 

"You should never condemn a 
whole species because of the action 
of a few dogs," she noted. 

Sharon Fisher of Chalquest 
Hilton Kennels said she considers 
pit bulls to be "sweet dogs. 

"How they act depends on how 
they're raised, their breeding and 
their temperament," she added. 

Elkins explains incidents such as 
the recent ones in Chesapeake, in 
which no person was hurt but peo- 
ple were frightened and a resident's 
poodle was killed, as stemming 
from dogs being brought up in 
harsh environments. 

"A dog that has been u-eated -with 
love and respect as a baby," she 
said, "will grow up to be sweet and 
loving. 

"It's the other way around for a 
dog that is treated meanly," she 
added. "Those dogs must have been 
brought up to be cruel." 

Elkins fflid her husband, Michael, 
care for a two-year-old pit bull 
named Missy, which they both de- 
scribe as a sweet dog. 

"Missy wouldn't hurt a flea." said 



Elkins. "It makes me so mad whoi 
people think pit bulls are all bad." 

Bobby Hughes is one resi- 
dent, however, who has good 
reason to feel wary of pit bulls. He 
recently watched one rip apart his 
pet poodle Sandy. Yet Hughes 
blames the particular dog, not the 
species. 

"I know pit bulls are not bad as a 
whole." he said, "but they can turn 
bac^ixal quick." 

hughes, a Downing Drive resi- 
dent, said he and his wife used to let 
Sandy out at night, and they'd hear 
the dog scratching against the door 
in the mornings and let it in. 

One recent morning the Hughes 
heard not only a scratch but a slam. 

"When I went and opened the 
doer," Hughes said, "the dog had 
hold of my dog's throat." 

Then the pit bull lunged at 
Hughes, he said. "I was shaking," 
he noted. "It was devastating to see 
my dog being harmed." 

Hughes went inside and got his 
gun and shot at the pit bull, but did 
not wound him seriously. He said 
it had ripped his dog to pieces by 
this time. Eventually the police 
came to the scene and chased down 
the pit bull and shot it. Its owner, 
as of this writing, has not been lo- 
cated. 

"I don't want to see all pit bulls 
punished," said Hughes, "but I 
think all should be registered." 

The pit bull which killed his 
ixKxlle had no markings or collar, 

he said. "I'd hate to see what hap- 
pened to my poodle happen to a 
baby or child," he said, "though I 
hear it does happen." 

If impending legislation is passed 
this week, dogs or other domestic 
anim^ deemed vicious will need to 
be marked with an identifying tat- 
too or an electronic implantation 
and be confined to the owner's 
premises. 

Vicious animals are defined as 
those domestic animals that have 

bitten, attacked, endangered or in- 
jured hunums or other domestic an- 
imals. It includes animals, too, 
that have chased or lashed out at 
somecme in a malicious way, with- 
out having been provdced. 

Besides paying the registration 
fee, a vicious animal's owner would 
be required to contact authorities if 
his at her animal got loose or bit a 
person or animal. Owners not fol- 
lowing the law would be subject to 
a civil penalty between $500 and 
$5,000. 

Helen Elkins said she is aware 
that some pit bulls "go l^. 

"What I don't want to see," she 
noted, "is pec^le condemning them

all. 

"I've seen vicious poodles and 
chiwawas," she said. "Pit bulls are 



just by nature strong and powerful, 
so the bad ones are put in the spot- 
light." 



School Round The Calendar 
A Possibility In Chesapeake 

Mayor Ward Said 
School Board Will In- 
vestigate This Practice

All year school in Chesapeake? 
This idea may not be as preposter- 
ous as it might sound. 

Chesapeake Mayor William E. 
Ward stated at the recent State of 
the City luncheon that such a ro- 
tational school plan might possibly 
be in the city's future. And it's up 
to the city's school board to inves- 
tigate the issue, he told The Chesa- 
peake Post. 

Rather than roughly nine months 
of school and then three months of 
summer vacation, some other non- 
seasonal system would be worked 
out. Ward said, if this plan were to 
be enacted, He said he could not 



give specific details about such a 
system, since an official study has 
not been conducted. 

And as for the reasonings behind 
such an idea. Ward said all-year 
school "could cut back on (the 
city's) capital costs. 

"It's primarily a cost-saving 
idea," he said, "plus it would pro- 
mote the greater utilization of 
school space and provide fw greater 
use of schod buildings." 

Such a system, if instigated, 
would not begin in the near future.

Jimmie Cooper hates good-byes. 

So, when she and her husband

Chim- 
ney Hill resident Norm Smith, 
noted that the "Hurry Home" mes- 
sage is the same message that 
President Bush conveys. He, like 
Cooper, hopes for a speedy return 
for the United States troq)s. 

Cooper's T-shirt, which was sent 
to the president and his wife, is de- 
signed with bright colors: red, blue 
and a big yellow ribbon in the 
middle. Cooper said she tried to 
keep the design simple and pleas- 
ing. The shirt's lag, which sends a 
little message from Cooper's 
graphics company, Graphics 36 
Inc., is as important as the shirt it- 
self, she said. 

Cooper has printed about 300 
shirts since she began the project 
six months ago. The money she 
has raised, about $600, has been 
donated to Ft.

So Far, 1,267 Items 
Have Been Donated To 
The American Cancer 
Society

Virginia Beach cancer patients 
who are in need of supplies but 
can't afford them, may now rest a 
little easier. 

A group of ladies from the Bow 
Creek Presbyterian Church have 
come to the rescue. 

The group, which calls itself the 
Cancer Service Circle, has made 
approximately 1,267 articles to be 
donated to the American Cancer 
Society, which in turn distributes 
them to at-home cancer patients. 

The group was formed in January 
1990 by Windsor Woods resident 
Mary Myers. Myers got the idea 
from her former church in Ohio that 
made only cancer pads to benefit 
aaicci patients. 



Myers' group has gone above and 
beyoiid cancer pam-.-tt CT»*rehlly 
sews, crochets, knits and presses 1 1 
items at its weekly meeting at the 
church. 

"It seemed like the natural thing 
for me to do to call the Cancer So- 
ciety to see if they would have the 
need for this stuff," said Myers. "Of 
.course, they welcomed me with 
open arms." 

There are currently about 18 cir- 
cle members, although not all of 
them work out of the church; some 
create items from their homes if 
they're not able to get around eas- 
ily. 

Emilie Hoeke, who is slightly 
disabled, knits booties out of her 
home. 

"It's interesting and nk;e, but it's 
really hard work. People get tired 
rffrom doing it so we rcai)! need 
more people," she said. \ 

According to Myers, each mb(n- 
ber kind of does her own thing at 
the meetings. Some sew, some cut 
fabric, some iron and some pin 
material together. Myers said that 
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The Camxr Service Circle meets once a week to sew, cut, press and knit 
cancer patient Items. 



the group usually averages about 55 
items per meeting. 

In the past year, the circle has 
completed 388 cancer pads; 136 
wheelchair covers; 14 booties and 
hats; 49 Johnnie coats; 327 pros- 
thesis bags; 136 capes; 120 walker 
covers and 97 lap robes. 

Myers explained how several of 
the items are made: 

* Johnnie coats are made from 



old men's shirts, after the collar, 
buttons and cuffs are removed. Once 
the neck is bound, the patients can 
put it on backwards and it acts as a 
hospital gown. 

* Wheelchair covers are .used to 
abso;ib sweat on a wheelchair, since j 
cancer patients perspire a lot 

♦ Bibs are made for tracheotomy 
patients, to cover the hole in their 
necks.

Agriculture In Virginia Beach 



Virginia Bea^h has a proud agricultural nentage. Agriculture had been in 
Virginia Be^h many years before Captain John Smith and the three ships 
landed at Cape Henry in April, 1607. The Indians were growing com, 
squash and tobacco. Com has continued to be a major crop for more than 
30p years. 

The early settlers occupied the well-drained sandy soils .bordering 
Lynnhaven River, Pungo Ridge and Back Bay. Several of the original 
farmhouses are still standing today. Settlement continued into the wjettcr , 
soil as dramage ditches were dug. e ' 

Early agriculture consisted of raising com, wheat and livestock for sub- 
sistance and tobacco as a cash crop. During the 1920s, a transportation 
system was developed to Norfolk and other major cities to the north. This 
created a shift from grain to vegetables crops. Potatoes, strawberries, sweet

petitive due to highly productive soils, good 
managers, long growing season, nisually 
adequate rainfall distribution and proximity to 
markets. 

potatoes and green vegetables were grown on relatively large acreage.

The First Amendment states, "Congress shall make no law . . 
abridging the right of the people peaceably to assemble." That will 
be the subject of the third Community Forum, sponsored by the Con- 
stitution Celebration Commission, the Virginia Beach Public Library 
and Tidewater Community College (TCC).

City Council Reduces Number Of Meetings Per Month 



City Council recently reduced 
the number of its meetings per 
month from four to three, made 
no change in the meeting times 
of the remaining meetings, 
placed some restriction on coun- 
cil spending for city-paid travel 
and limited the time allowed 
speakers before council to five 
minutes each. 

The final ordinance adopted by 
council establishes a deadline for 
the submission of agenda items - 
5 p.m.. Wednesday preceeding the 
meeting date - in the city clerk's 
office. 

The ordinance is intended to 
eliminate surprises for council 
members and citizens from -add- 
on agenda items. However, a 
loophole is provided for 
"emergency" situations, but, for 
consideration by council, even 
emergency items require a two- 
thirds vote of council. 

This is the second time council 
procedures have undergone major 
changes since the new council 
look office last July. The first 
was the change in the meeting 
day from Monday to Tuesday. 

The ordinances will go into 
effect in March. The meeting 
days will be the first and second 
Tuesdays at 2 p.m., and the 
fourth Tuesday at 6 p.m. 

The travel expense and lime 
limitation for speakers ordi- 
nances were adopted as pre- 
sented, but major changes were 
made lo the other two 
ordinances. All four ordinances 
were requested by Councilman 
Harold Heischober and James W. 
Brazier Jr. None of the voles was 
unanimous. 

Speakers generally opposed 
the ordinances, with most em- 
phasis given to the reduction in 
the number of meetings and the 
time change. The ordinances had 
originally proposed the meetings 
be reduced to two a month and 
all the meetings started at 6 p.m. 

In supporting two meetings a 
month, Heischober said that he 
saw "longer meetings but see 
most of the meeting^ in the for- 
mal session." 

He said that in view of the at- 
trition among the ciQr staff and 



the number of employees leav- 
ing, sonie administrators that 
were not hands-on may have to 
be hands-on, and that he would 
rather they put their time into 
running the city in a difficult 
time. 

Council started meeting at 9 
a.m. in an informal session on 
the Comprehensive Plan and 
later moved into the council 
conference room for council 
concerns. That meeting ended at 
12:30 p.m. Usually the 
following time is given over to 
an executive session and lunch, 
but Tuesday there was no 
executive session for the second 
week in a row. At 2 p.m., 
council convened for its formal 
session which did not end until 
close to 6:30 p.m. Speakers an 
some council members saw 
meetings running into the next 
day with the conversion to night 
meetings and crowding of al 
items into two meeting. 

Mayca Meyera Obemdorf saw 
reducing the number of meetings 
as a step backward, while Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan said 
that she hadn't heard about many 
cases "where the city gets larger 
and reduces the meetings." She 
said all the workloads have in- 
creased. She said that her work- 
load has increased. McClanan 
was the only council member 
voting against all four ordi- 
nances. 

She said that "not a person 
here does not think we shouldn't 
streamline the meetings," but 
she suggested starting by reduc- 
ing one meeting. She said that 
she was one of the people out 
there addressing council before 
she was elected to office. 

She said that the issue is part 
of an ongoing conflict; some 
(council persons) don't have to 
work at another job for a living, 
but we all know what we have to 
do." 

Council also decided to hold 
all its public presentations and 
work sessions in the Council 
Chamben uistead of the Board 
room, wha« they have been held 
in the past. Council started this 
month with the workshops on 



the proposed Comprehensive 
Plan, which has also been tele- 
vised. 

In fact, one speaker remarked 
that having the meetings at 6 
p.m. would conflict with prime 
time TV, drawing would-be coun- 
cilwaichers away from the city's 
access channel and the council 
sessions. 

The original ordinance pertain- 
ing to the council agenda had 
provided for add-ons (ordinances 
and resolutions) to be considered 
under new business if they arc 
received in the clerk's office 
prior-^to noon on the Monday 
preceding each regular meeting. 
If the ordinance or resolution is 
not received in the clerk's office 
by the Monday deadline, it could 
be considered only by a two- 
thirds vote of Council. 

Even while passing the 
amended ordinance, council was 
unsure about what an 
"emergency" would be. 

The ordinances were proposed, 
according to Heischober to 
streamline the council meetings 
and also to allow the staff more 
time to prepare for the sessions 
at a time when staffs may be 
cuAailed. 

Qfily two speakers addressed 
the travel issue. 

Rae LeSesne. chairman of the 
Citizens Action Coalition, said 
that the proposal was "pure po- 
litical demogoguery to fool the 
public that the city was saving 
lot of money." He said that he 
acquired the travel records 
through the Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act and found that the ten 
members oi council who submit- 
ted travel expenses were reim- 
bursed $4,226. Travel outside the 
city was haV that amount. He 
said that the (^ty reaped the mul- 
tiple benefits of the travel. 

"Some membra of council think 
they kiK)w it all tad need no new 
ideas. 

He noted that the female mem- 
bers of council travel more and 
that he admired the dedication of 
the councilwomen. He said that 
the proposal sugges^d chauvin- 
ism. 



He suggested leaving well- 
enough alone, saying this is not 
a time for grandstanding. 

Lou Pace also suggested leav- 
ing the system as it is and to let 
the voters decide at the polls. 

The travel ordinance requires 
that council members, with the 
exception of the mayor or a 
council member designated by 
the mayor to represent the mayor 
in the conduct of official city 
business, shall only be eligible 
for in-city or out-of-city travel 
expense reimbursements when 
authorized by council to act as an 
official representative of the 
council. 

Heischober said that the ordi- 
nance was not intended to send a 
message lo the council or the 
public that anyone has violated 
any ethnics. 

"I did not know I was offend- 
ing any members of council. We 
are in very hard times, in a deep, 
deep recession with a shortfall of 
over $8 million . . . council has 
to take the lead and show the 
city employees that we will set a 
trend that will reverberate around 
the city and to the school board. 
I agree we're not talking about 
much money but the pace of the 
pack is the pace of iu leaders. 
We will send the right signal out 
to executives and travel budgets 
will be looked al carefully ... If 
there is demogoguery (to 
LeSesne) it was on your part not 
(Ml mine," Heischober said. 

Heischober, addressing Obem- 
dorf, said, "I know you represent 
the city in many places, are fru- 
gal and bring back good ideas. It 
is not intended to reflect on you 
(ff the other ladies on council." 

The ordinance was approved by 
a vole of 8-3 with McClanan, 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker, and 
Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
dissenting. 

The ordinances changing the 
number of meetings and the five 
minute-sp^dcing limitation were 
adopted by a vote of 7-4 wiUi 
Obemdorf, McOanan, Parker and 
Clybum dissenting. 

The ordinance on the council 
^enda was adopted by a vote of 



iu-i wiin McClanan dissenting. 
One of the speakers had sug- 
gested that if council were to re- 
duce the number of meetings in 
the interest of economy, it 
should consider reducing council 
salaries ... 

Councilman William D, Ses- 
soms Jr. agreed, but said that he 
would bring that item up during 
the budget sessions. 

Capt. L.K. Fenlon, represent- 
ing the Great Neck Association 
of Civic Leagues, said that the 
changes would be shortchanging 
the public. He objected to allow- 
ing the addition of new agenda 
items on Monday, pointing out 
that citizens do not receive their 
agenda (by mail) until Monday. 
By cutting the meetings in half 
indicates that council can do the 
job in half the time. If this is 
so, pay should be cut by half. He 
said that 6 p.m. meetings will 
compete with prime time TV and 
will not be watched by citizens. 

He also deplored having deci- 
sions made in the middle of the 
night and said Uiat often he rep- 
resents people who are retired 
and elderly and don't like to drive 
at nighu "The system's woiking; 
why change it when it may have 
to be changed back a littler 
later? We're a big constituency; 1 
want to try to take care of_a 
problem without impedients 
thrown in my way." 

By giving the staff a longer 
lime to prepare for meetings, 
Heischober said that two meet- 
ings will get a better quality 
product. 

Maurice Jackson, president of 
the Council of Civic Organiza- 
tions, said that he would 
consider a drop to three 
meetings, but not four. 

He said that the council board 
concurred in on the limitation of* 
debate but that items should be 
placed on the agenda in time fa 
tfie Friday docket 

Geo^ette Constant-Davis said 
that night meetings once a 
month as they are now were de- 
sirable, but not for all meetings. 

LeSesne asked whether the 
clonges were for change alone or 
to m^t a passing situation. The 



saving-money hypothesis does 
not hold water, he said. And he 
had not seen substantiating 
facts. He said that he had no idea 
that the council load had 
decreased that much - the 
meetings will run into the wee 
hours of the morning and the 
possibility of mistakes will 
increase. 

Lou Pace, of Hunts Club For- 
est, said thai one of the biggest 
problems with the council is the 
council. He said that the staffs 
should have an hour glass to 
time the council speakers. "This 
trying lo contfol does not look 
good for democracy. 

He said that if the council has 
a certain amount of business it 
will take a certain amount of 
time - in two or four meetings. 

The staff that has to stand by, 
Heischober said, will have lo 
take off two days a month rather 
than four days. Ai present, he 
added, one side of an agenda item 
could speak a total of ten min- 
utes, if the mayor enforced the 
ordinance. Time is seldom called 
on any speakers. 

Pace was confused because on 
the explanation that appears on 
the back of the cover page of the 
council agenda it is stated that 
"each speaker must confine his 
or her remarks to no more than 
ten minutes on any agenda item. 

City Clerk Ruth Smith ex- 
plained that this is a policy. The 
code stales "any person or group 
of persons" is given ten minutes; 
that is, an entire side is given 
ten minutes. So. said 
Heischober, the proposed ordi- 
nance is an improvement over 
what is on the bocAs now. "I'm 
concerned that I found thai out 
after all these years." Pace has 
been a candidate for council and 
frequently address the body. 

"We're liberal in the amount of 
time (given speakers)," said 
Heischober. "In the past if an 
item is impcJktant we've never 
held strictly to ten minutes." 

Al Stranzzullo, of Lynnhaven 
Colony, said that the reduction 
in the number of meetings is the 
most important of the ordinances

Home Gardeners Should Keep Points In Mind

Virginia Beach Sun by the Vir- 
ginia Extension Service. 

Home gardeners attempting to 
start their own vegetable transplants 
for their garden need to keep in 
mind four points: 1) the time the 
plants are needed (or seeding dates), 
2) potting soil or soil mix consid- 
erations, 3) light, and 4) tempera- 
ture. 

Timing of seeding dates: 
Most vegetable transplants, except 
the cucurbit family (cucumbers, 
cantaloupes, squash, and watermel- 
ons), need about six weeks from 
seeding until plants are ready to set 
out in the garden. Cucurbits only 
need three weeks and may even be 
seeded directly in the ganten. 

Commonly, transplants are 
started far too early, perhaps as 
much as 12 to 14 weeks before the 
ideal garden planting date for that 
species. The resulting plants out- 
grow the cell pack container (both 
the root area available to the plant 
and the top area or space available 
to the transplant) and create 
undesirable conditions - plants that 
are potbound with the roots 
throughout, plus compl^y encir- 
cling the outer edge of thp ^tting 
soil in the cell pack, and tops that 
are spindly and weak diK to crowded 
competition for light. 

It's not difficult to calculate the 
proper time to start s^ds. For ex- 
ample, if it's safe to set out tomato 
plants in your area about May 10. 
then your tomato seeds should be 
sown indoOTS about the last wedc of 
March to April 1. This will provide 
a young, actively growing trans- 
plant, not overcrowded in the con- 
tainer and with a rootball still ex- 
panding and growing downward (not 
completely encircling the outer 
surface of die potting soil). 

Soil mix: Qmte often gardeners 
or commercial growers try to 



sterilize their topsoil to produce 
vegetable transplants. It's fun to be 
a do-it-yourselfer, using only 
homegrown resources including 
garden soil, but the commercially 
prepared "artificial soils" consisting 
of peat moss, vermiculite, perlite, 

and pine bark are lightweight, free 
from plant pests and soil-borne dis- 
eases, and drain vwy well. The re- 
sult is far superior in perfprmance 
compared to garden soil when 
placed in cell packs or other small 
transplant-growing containers. 

Light intensity: Many efforts 
at producing homegrown or win- 
dowsill transplants result in far less 
than the gardeners' expectations be- 
cause of poor light. Unless you 
have a solar room with overhead 
sunlight or a greenhouse, chances 
are your window light, except for 
brief periods on sunny days, is too 
shady. In later winter in Virginia, 
we generally have a low percentage 
of sunny days in succession. Most 
are cloudy, many are rainy or even 
snowy. Shady or one-sided, cloudy 
light coming through a window 
just will not grow stocky vegetable 
transplants. To do the job well, 
fluorescent lights placed about 12 
inches above the seedling tray are 
required. The lights shoukl be on a 
timer to provide 16 hours of bright 
light each 24-hour period. Dual 
flucwesccnt tubes provide stronger 
and more uniform light than a sin- 
gle tube. One cool-white and one 
warm -white fluore«;ent tube pro- 
vide an excellent balance of usable 
light for photosynthesis. As plants 
sprout and grow under lights, the 
tubes should be raised h) as not to 
produce too much heat too near the 
tq>s of the plants. 

Temperature: Fluorescent 
tu|)es emit a lot of warmth. To 
ccmipensate for thb warmth, keep 
plants growing on the cool side to 
promote stocky, versus succulent. 



growth. The best results may be 
accomplished by turning off or 
turning down to 55 degrees F all 
other heat in the room where your 
plants are started. 

A cool basement is an excellent 
area for starting plants under lights. 
If a wdim room is used witi} its 
own heat source keeping normal air 
temperatures in the 70s, the addi- 
tion of fluorescent growing lights 
over seedling (rays will provide too 
warm an environment. The only 
exception to this rule is for the 

germination process. Temperature 
requirements for germination are 
quite different from "growing on" 
temperatures. After good 80 degrees 
F germination, 60 degrees is 
preferable for growing out most 
vegetable transplants to keep some 
stocky and healthy. 

Remember to keep containers 
covered with plastic, clear glass, or 
even plastic wrap or waxed paper, 
until seedlings begin to sprout to 
keep in warmth and moisture. An- 
other fluorescent tube or a sniall 
lamp with a 7S-watt incandescent 
light bulb, placed directly under the 
shelf supporting the flats provides 
perfect bottom heat to seeds with- 
out the bother and expense of heat 
:ables. This gentle heat source is 
.umed off as soon as seeds begin to 
x)p up. If not, seedlings will 
itretch from too much bottom heat. 

When plants are about four 
inches tall, they are an excellent 
size for the least transplanting 
shock and for faster regrowth in the 
garden, as qjposed to plants that are 
10 to 12 inches tall. When your 
plants have reached four inches in 
height and are well-branched and 
stocky, they should be "hardened 
ofT by rallying wat»ing frequency 
and moving plants to an outdoor 
porch or coldframe for the final 
vmek before going into the garden. 
This will toughen them to the ef- 



fects of wind and outside tempera- 
tures, and to the natural light/dark 
cycle. If an unexpected frost is 



forecast, move the plants back in- 
doors under 16 hours of light, but 
keep the temperature at 55 to 60 



degrees F if possible.

Managing Cover Crops And Manure

If you planted a crop last fall, 
this year you may have something 
new to contend with in the garden. 
The type of cover crop you planted 
and the size of your garden will 
greatly influence how you should 
manage that cover crop or green 
manure this spring. j 

If you planted a hardy cover crop 
(a species that survived the winter), 
it will resume growth as the 
weather begins to warm. A hardy 
cover crop will produce more or- 
ganic matto- the longer it is allowed 
to grow this spring, but be careful 
not to let the crop go to seed or it 
may become a weed problem later 
in the season. 

For large gardens, a rototiiler is 
the most practical way to in- 
corporate any type of cover crop. 
Grasses like rye and wheat have fi- 
brous root stnictures and generally 



put on more top growth than do 
fall-planted legumes. Therefore, the 
power of a tiller provides the best 
way to chop through that organic 
matter an(l evenly distribute it 
within the topsoil (allowing it to 
decay and release its nutrients 
quickly). 

If the green manure is tall or 
thick, you may mow or chop the 
top growth before tilling. Re- 
member to save those nutrient-rich 
clippings and either incorporate 
them into the soil or add them to 
the compost pile. If you have a 
small garden or raised bed, mowing 
the cover beforehand makes the task 
of incorporating the residues, with a 
spade and strong back, a less 
formidable one. If the cover has 
been winter-killed, your job is even 
easio-. 

After the green manure has been 
adequately mixed with the soil, al- 
low the sufficient time for the 



breakdown of the residue before 
planting the following crop. Soil 
microbes require nitrogen as they 
break down carbon-rich green ma- 
nures, so Kltle nitrogen is available 
for plant growth until the break- 
down is completed and the microbes 
begin to die, releasing their nitro- 
gen into the soil. Two weeks is the 
recommended breakdown period for 
most cover crop species. However, 
leguminous covers with a high ni- 
trogen content such as alfalfa will 
decompose more quickly and Ae 
following crop may be planted with 
less delay. But don't wait too long 
between incorporating the cover and 
planting the next crop or valuable 
nutrients may be leached from the 
soil.

He said diat all development in 
diat area would require proflers 
for a road building and Mher in- 
frastructure through the condi- 
tional zoning procedure which 
also is included in die prcqjosed 
Comprehensive Plan. Scou said, 
'in fact, that all of the city 
should look for the conditional 
zoning q)proach to help finance 
all die roads in die Capital Im- 
provement Program (CIP) with 
develc^rs paying a share. 

Scott also suggested changes 
in die Master Street and Highway 
Plan, which would include a loop 
for North Landing Road to serve 
die traffic b^weoi Chesapeake 
and die Vii:ginia Bach Municipal 
Center. Parts of other roads are 
up for deletion because diey pass 
through inoperty which has been 
developed. 

In the major trmsitional zot» 
recommended, Scott said that 
new roads would be required as 
well as schools and oUier ser- 
vices. He said it will be easier 
dealing with the transitional 
zone because the city would be 
suuting from scratch. 

Scott said that with condi- 
tional zoning the city can do 
tilings diat could not previously 
be done. He said that aldiough 
the proffers, offers by the 
developers to pay in land, cash 
or construction for the flnancial 
impact of the development on 
the community, the 
Comprehensive plan can use 
strong language spelling out die 
consequences of not making 
proffers. 

Still, the proffers must be rea- 
sonable, and must have a 
reasonable relationship to the 
rezoning.

Yard Waste Must Be Placed 
In Clear Bags For Pick-Up 



City residents who want their 
yard waste picked up by die city 
as part of its recycling program 
will have to use clear plastic 
(see-through) bags with a 40- 
galion capacity and maximum 
weight of 2S pounds. 

The ordinance rrcendy adopted 
by City Council including this 
stipulation also limits die num- 
bct of yard waste containers to 
2S per residence on any given 
collection day. 

Ruled out is the use of plastic 
bags for any other waste. This 
provision bothered Council- 
woman Reba McClanan. who 
voted against the ordinance. 
Sdid waste superintendent. Wade 
Kyle, said dut an exception to 
die plastic bags will be made 
during die Christmas holiday. 



Use of the plastic bags will dien 
be permitted for other solid 
waste. 

Also adopted was an ordinance 
requiring homeowners in the ar- 
eas of the city serviced by the 
automated collection system to 
provide automated refuse tecepa- 
cles. The receptacles are about 
$7S a piece. 

Also, a resident has to iMt)vide 
the receptacle 30 days prior to 
the date of an occupancy of a 
new structure. The present ordi- 
nance withholds the occupancy 
permit for a new structure until a 
receptacle is purchased. 

If the receptacle is purchased 
from the city, die, price will be 
based on die total cost of the re- 
ceptacle to die city.

Myers said that the circle does 
not purchase any supplies; most of 
it is donated. 

Myers added that her car trunk is 
full of items to be taken to the 
ACS. She usually drq)s off a load

Portsmouth's "City of the 
Futnre" campaign is underway. 
Goals have been established; 
minor, but vital, objectives 
have been fulfilled; community 
input is growing; and sub- 
committees are meeting on an 
ongoing basis to determine 
what the next step in the i^o- 



cess will be. 

The latest personnel change 
was L. Elizabeth Croft's ap- 
pointment as the City of the 
Future Quality Management 
Coordinator. Croft is one of 
the official spokespeople for 
the initiative. 

The initiative currently has 
nine goals, ranging from 
addressing the needs of the ed> 
ucation of the city's youth to a 



bettCT use of limited resources. 
In an attempt to achieve these 
goals, committees and sub- 
committees have been estab- 
lished to analyze the pace of 
the initiative. These gsoups 
also develop programs, ideas 
and projects to^help stimulate 
positive change. 

At present, all four of the 
community meetings have been 
completed. Citizens were 



fnvited to meetings in different 
areas of the city to offer sug- 
gestions, give advice, join the 
discussion and/or elaborate on 
ideas that will help each goal 
be reached. 

From the beginning, 
Portsmouth has known that the 
initiative will be a long pro- 
cess. In retrospect, however, it 
is obvious that many of the 



objectives are becoming city 
realities. 

From the list of initial 
objectives, which consists of 
nine categories broken down 
into 126 subcategories 
(objectives), advancement has 
been made on at least 14 sub- 
categories. Committees, 
organizations, citizens and

force behind the forward surge, 
according to Croft. 

"We've gotten some really 
good suggestions as to the 
possible reorganization of our 
goals and different projects 
they could undertake," Crofi 
said in reference to the com- 
munity meetings. One of the 
initiative's goals is to stimu- 
late citizen input. 

Another goal that has been 
acted upon is to "stimulate and 
encourage family recreation 
enrichment through Parks and 
Recreation Center Manage- 
ment," which is in the major 
category "to accumulate posi- 
tive aspects of living and 
working in Portsmouth." City 
Park has started a new Saturday 
afternoon program entitled 
"Family Frolics" that incor- 
porates adult and children ac- 
tivities throughout the winter. 

Also, keeping up with the 
notion of "improving the 
educational opportunities for 
our youth." the recent multi- 
optional plan presented to the 
school board is addressing the 
objective to "upgrade existing 
school facilities." 

Other advancements that 
have been discussed or imple- 
mented are: 

• Continue to emphasize 
and improve upon high qualit)' 
programs. 

* The first "A Taste of 
Portsmouth" attracted more 
than 500 people and promoted 
Portsmouth as a city with 
many fine restaurants. 

• Continue and expand 
upon tax relief for the elderly. 

"k Tax relief is currently 
available for elderly and dis- 
abled citizens. 

• Involve citizens in 
establishing a feeling of pride 
in Portsmouth. 

•k The Portsmouth Spiriteers 
have been formed as the offi- 
cial "cheerleaders" of the city. 

• Develop plans for a new 
museum facility which will 
contribute to the cultural in- 
tegrity, economic development 
and urban renewal of 
Portsmouth. 

•k There has been discussion 
of transplanting the Children's 
Museum into the downtown 
Leggett building. 

• Establish Neighborhood 
Watch programs in every 
neighborhood. 

if The police department is 
encouraging and helping citi- 
zens organize various commu- 
nity watch programs in many 
neighborhoods. 

• Complete gaps in West- 
em Freeway. 

it Funds were recently allo- 
cated to the city for the 
completion of the Western 
Freeway. 



• Prepare for opening of 
Commodore Theatre. 

•k the Commodore Theatre 
is currently open. 

• Construct new educa- 
tional facilities as recom- 
mended by school board. 

* The new Churchland High 
School construction is under- 
way. 

• Implement Scott's Creek 
development plan. 

•k A marina has been estab- 
lished in that area. 

• Assist owners of "the 
Cox property" in the market- 
ing and development of the 
site. 

k City Manager Orion has 
met with property owners in an 
attempt to negotiate the 
purchase of the land. 

• Attract additional retail- 
ers downtown and continue fa- 
cade improvements along High 
Street corridor. 

k Kay Uniforms, a retail 
chain store, will locate in the 
vacant Home Furniture building 
in March, and Church Street 
renovations are underway. 

In the most recent and final 
community meeting at Church- 
land Academy, citizens came 
up with many suggestions. 
Croft said. '"One idea was to 
have a beautification day for 
High Street and Hi^h Street 
West" with citizens helping to 
clean up the trash and helping 
with landscaping. 

Another idea was presented 
by Jean Shackelford, a Sterling 
Point resident who is involved 
in the neighborhood's civic 
league. "Her idea was to have a 
home and garden tour for Ster- 
ling Point . . . People would 
offer to have their homes 
opened ..." for tours. Croft 
said. 

Dottie Wyatt attended the 
meeting as a representative of 
Cradock. "She wanted to see 
what could be done with Afton 
Square," she said. Cradock is a 
historic area in Portsmouth. 

Suggestions from other 
community meetings include 
discussions and ideas about the 
Bide-A-Wec golf course, which 
will become the city's property 
within a year; crime pre- 
vention in neighborhoods; and 
street repair problems. The 
first community summit had 
approximately SO people at- 
lemiing, but in the final meet- 
ing "the turnout was not what 
was expected," according to 
Croft. 

"The subcommittees are 
meeting on an ongoing basis," 
Croft said, "and something is 
happening," although not at 
any particular pace. 

Currently the "newness" of 
the initiative has faded and the 
excitement about the project 
has toned down,H)ut Croft said.

"The initiative is still there . .

tive subcommittee meetings to 
"get to the neighborhoods. 
There are people involved in 
civic leagues who have no idea 
of what's in Portsmouth," she 
said. 

Wheelan's subcommittee has 
presented several ideas to the 
initiative coordinators. Her 
group has come up with the 
idea of the possible success of 
incorporating a slide show 
about the city's assets by pre- 
senting them on city trolley 
and ferry rides. This would 
give travelers an opportunity 
to see what Portsmouth has tc 
offer, she said. 

Other suggestions include 
the creation of "rah-rah flags" 
so that "kids can get excited 
about Portsmouth." 



Wheelan said that there are 
several other ways to promote 
Portsmouth. "It's about getting 
people to know the good 
things." Her group has set up a 
deal with a local newspaper to 
print "Did you know?" 
columns about the history and 
progress of. the city. 

It's also important, she said, 
to try to "get city employees 
to live in the city." 

Wheelan views the initiative 
as "super. If we don't come up 
with any new slogans or any 
other ideas, it's okay. Just 
getting people to come to- 
gether without it being a time 
of crisis" is enough.

The following is a speech 
given by Portsmouth Mayor 
Gloria 0. Webb at the begin- 
ning of the "City of the Fu- 
ture" initiative: 

Ckxxl Mining! 

I am pleased to be with you 
ithis morning. It doesn't seem 
like a year has passed since I 
brought the state of the city 
slide presentation to you. 

Do you believe that 
Portsmouth is a greatly im- 
proved city compared to 10 
years ago, or even one year 
ago? I believe we arc cleaner, 
we are physically more attrac- 
tive, we are more festive, we 
are culturally more enriched 
and we are aesthetically more 
beautiful. 

In spite of the economic 
slowdown last year, our total 
taxable investment exceeded 
$S0 million for the sixth 
straight year. Also: 

• The total taxable invest- 
ment for the '80s was $665 
million 

• The total building permits 
during the past five years were 
59 percent higher than the 
preceding five years 

• Taxable real property 
value increased 94 percent ovei 
the past 10 years, a 7 percent 
compound rate 

• There was a 37 percent 
increase in annual investment 
in the enterprise zone 

'■ • 4,500 new housing units 
were constructed 

• During the past 5 years, 
we logged 600,000 museum 
visitors, 128,000 conven- 
tion/meeting delegates, and 5 
million visitors to Portside. 

• $84.6 million has been 
programmed for capital im- 
provements over the past five 
years including schools, curb 
and gutters, street improve- 
ments, «(ater system improve- 
ments and economic develop- 
ment. 

• 147 facades have been 
completed, and we have had 

sevoal years of unprecedented 
growth. 

Unfortunately, good things 
don't always last. Our econ- 
omy, like die rest of the coun- 
try, is beginning to sag. Some 
businesses are closing, hous- 
ing starts are down and. in 
fact. Hampton Roads expoi- 
enced a 27 percent increase in 
bankruptcies in 1989. 
; Still, this is no reason to 
grumble and complain that 
Portsmouth City Council is 
not doing its job. that City 
Council is not providing lead- 
ership, or that the citizens 
have lost confidence in local 
government. Rather, the eco- 
nomic downturn should be a 
challenge, and the very reason 
that we pull together, work 



harder, and say "Let's get go- 

ingl^V 

We must somehow convert 
those who are always negat- 
ing, and who are somehow 
always quoted in the news 
medial We must ask those 
promoting their individual 
agendas to come to the table 
and work for the common 
good, which is die success and 
viability of our city. Negative 
thinking is the worst enemy 
any organization can have. Of 
course, it's easy to be 
negative, and much more 

I am concerned for the city 
when our own citizens won't 
come to our redeveloped down- 
town to shop or eat because 
"the crime is so bad." when 
the facts prove otherwise. 

I am concerned when I hear 
that council can't get along, 
and the minutes prove that 90 
percent of our votes are 7 to 0. 

I am angry when I read that 
City Council has no goals and 
no vision for this city when, 
in fact, the seven members of 
council have unanimously en- 
dorsed a clear vision. We do 
know where we want this city 
to go. 

We will attempt to get out 
into the neighborhoods, 
whether through structured 
meetings or civic leagues, to 
find out firsthand from citizens 
what they believe are our as- 
sets, how we should capitalize 
on them, and what are our lia- 
bilities and how do we over- 
come diem? 

We will continue citywide 
beautification. Council will 
make a decision on replacing 
or expanding the jail, and 
whether or not to pursue the 
regional jail concept. 
' We must continue to stimu- 
late economic development. 
But, there must be changes in 
our approach and in our tactics 
for recruiting business and in- 
dustry. Economic development 
is more competitive among 
cities than ever before and

We need to diversify and 
make an effort to move away 
from industries that support 
government installaticmt be- 
cause of the huge cutbacks in 
defense.

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Questions And Answers Regarding COF Initiative 



Q: What is the City of 
the Future Initiative? 

A: The City of the Future 
Initiative provides a structured 
method for the city of 
Portsmouth to explore a vision 
for the future and to establish a 
set of goals that will help 
form a consensus of total 
community action and in- 
volvement The structure of die 
initiative allows for the widrat 
possible support for selected 
activities and therefore pro- 
vides for accelerated action and 
results. 

Q: Whose initiative is 
it? 

A: Simply put, the initiative 
belongs to all citizens. The 
project was initiated with 
grass-root support by a few 
citizens who were aware of 
similar successes in other 
communities and in major 
businesses. The initiative then 
gained support for the ap- 
plication of its systematic and 
inclusive strategic planning 
process from selected local 
foundations. This support has 
allowed city leaders procure the 
expertise and leadership of the 
Virginia Productivity Center 
(VPC), who will work closely 
in the project with Portsmouth 
city leaders. At the April 10, 
1990 City Council meeting, 
the city of Portsmouth en- 
dorsed the process and agreed 
to co-sponsor The City of the 
Future Initiative with VPC. 

Q: What is the Vir- 
ginia Productivity Cen- 
ter? 

A: The ' Virginia 
Productivity Center (VPC) is a 
center for the research and 
documentation of the 
management of productivity 
improvement programs in 
ftidusU'y and government. It 
was formed by the state of 
Virginia with a grant in 1981 
to the Virginia Polytechnic In- 
stitute (VPI), located in 
Blacksburg, Virginia. This 
center has had extensive expe- 
rience working with companies 
and agencies on sb'ategic plan- 
ning. 

Q: Where is this fund- 
ing coming from? 

A: The City of the Future is 
a co-sponsored project of VPC 
and the city of Portsmouth. 
Funding for the city's share of 
the effort is being provided by 
private sources such as the 
Portsmouth General Hospital 
Foundation and Tidewater 
Health Care. Future funding is 
being solicited from other pri- 
vate sources. 

Q: Who is coordinat- 
ing this initiative? 

A: Coordination between 
VPC and Porumouth is ini- 
tially being provided by two 
executive volunteers. Maury 



Cooke, president of Commu- 
nity Trust Bank, and Malcolm 
Fortson, a trainol facilitator at 
Norfolk Naval Shipyard, are 
providing support on a part- 
time volunteer basis. Upcom- 
ing plans for The City of the 
Future Initiative include finding 
a permanent home and em- 
ploying an internal staff to 
support the existing city 
government structure. 
. Q: When can I see the 
results? 

A: Like any initiative in the 
planning stage, the results of 
The City of Future Initiative 
may not be immediately obvi- 
ous. While there may be an in- 
creased awareness of the city's 
problems and opportunities, 
the results will be several 
years removed from the efforts 
of this year. As was the case 
in earlier civic action commit- 
tees and the "All America 
City" competition, the process 
will help focus the energies of 
the city as a whole. The results 
will be seen in an improved 
quality of life for all 
Portsmouth citizens and an im- 
proved standard of living for 
the population in the years to 
come. 

The first sign of progress 
will be an improved city im- 
age, in the eyes of citizens, as 
well as those in the surround- 
ing area. A clear, well-defined 
vision for the future of 
Portsmouth will help to create 
this new image. The first 
phase of the process took 
place throughout the summer 
into late fall. Although fore- 
seeable impact on economic 
development and the financial 
health of the city may not be 
measurable for many months, 
citizens should eventually see 
significant savings and im- 
provements in public service 
by the city of Portsmouth. 

Q: Who will establish 
the plan? 

A: The planning process to 
be used by The City of the 
Future Initiative will involve 
every major group in the city. 
It will be developed in stages 
and each step will be tested 
and validated. The initial out- 
line of the vision will be 
drafted by elected and ap- 
pointed officials. This will Re- 
sult in a proposed vision 
which will be validated by 
each major board and commis- 
sion, plus the city manager's 
office. The city government 
will then establish short range 
objectives and tactics to ac- 
complish those goals for 
which there are significant 
consensus. The process will 
assist in the establishment of 
{»iorities for future council ac- 
tion. 

Q: How and when will 
my local civic group 



participate? 

A: After the summer plan- 
ning, elected officials partici- 
pated in a series of community 
meetings where local initia- 
tives were explored. As the 
plan developed, each commu- 
nity group was asked to pro- 
vide input and to comment on 
the results of earlier planning 
sessions. Civic leaders will be 
included in pre-planning ses- 
sions as well as in the devel- 
opment of gaining wider par- 
ticipation. 

Q: What do yon want 
from me? 

A: The City of the Future 
Initiative was developed by the 
citizens t)f Portsmouth, for 
Portsmouth. The efforts in the 
upcoming year will provide the 



foundation of the city's future. 
Everyone will play a role. 

Each citizen is being asked 
to contribute his or her talents 
and energies to the greatest 
extent possible. A positive at- 
titude toward this Initiative and 
the City of Portsmouth will 
mean a ^reat deal to those who 
will be working for the city's 
common good. 

Q: What makes this 
initiative different? 

A: Enthusiastic support 
coupled with the support of a 
majority. of citizens will mark 
this project as a turning point 
in the history of Portsmouth. 
The process being used and 
atmosphere of unity will result 
in a major breakthrough in the 
traditional planning process 



for Portsmouth. Not since the 
threat of war has the city been 
so mobilized to action. 
Portsmouth will emerge as a 
leader in the community of 
world cities. Citizens will pro- 
vide a positive example and 
give hope to others. 

Q: Is there a schedule 
of events? 

A: Yes. A detailed schedule 
has been provided for the vari- ' 
ous committees and the dates 
for the mini-summits have 
been selected. Community 
meetings are cunently being 
held. 

Q: What happens at 
these community meet- 
ings:

• In a city w^th the unique 
characteristics of Portsmouth, 
such as 30 square miles sur- 
rounded by 19 miles of coast- 
line and other metropolitan ar- 
eas; 

• With 56 percent of its 
land value tax exempt; 

• And, 85 percent of that 
owned by the federal govern- 
ment - which translates into 
$34.5 million if taxed. Again, 
it stands to reason that such a 
city has to regenerate and re- 
habilitate itself. 

We need to declare war on 
slum landlords (most of them 
absentee) who have no affec- 
tion for this city except to 
make money at the expense of 
our image. This alone will im- 
prove all of our neighbor- 
hoods. 

We don't need more condo- 
miniums or multi-family 
dwellings. We need single 
family housing {eg middle and 
upper middle inccune families. 



We are still loddng for that 
hotel on the waterfront and 
have the land available. 
Meanwhile, we are seeing the 
expansion of one motel and 
the erection of another. 

Portsmouth could become a 
greater attraction by insisting 
on the upgrading of all prop- 
erty in Olde Towne/Paik View. 
These neighborhoods could be- 
come living museums with bed 
and breakfast accommodations 
interspread diroughout 

On another front. I am 
pleased that drug-related arrests 
have increased 208 percent 
over the past four years, and 
Portsmouth no longer claims 
the title as the "Drug Center of 
Hampton Roads." 

I am very excited, too, about 
the Scotts Creek project The 
council moved the dredging 
project forward in the capital 
improvement program, and 
here we have the opportunity 
to build an entire quaint com- 
munity and marina showplace 
which, in itself, could be a 
tourist attraction. 

As an aside, we have 
submitted the three civic 
leagues and their initiation of 
the Scotts Creek Improvement 
as a part of our All-America 
City application. 

The school board is address- 
ing the many concerns of pub- 
lic education and appears to be 
getting classroom activities on 
track. There will be a new su- 
perintendent named within the 
next 30 days."* 
We must not forget the 



struggle of many of our senior 
citizens trying to stay in their 
homes. Council will continue 
to address and act on the fact 
that many seniors are just 
barely making it on their tc- 
tirement - whether it be a c^ 
on assessments for those over 
65, o' deferred payment of real 
prq)erty tax. 

Let us continue to explore 
regional cooperation for the 
best interests of our city and 
for what I believe, in many 
years down the road, may 
result in the merger of some or 
all of Hampton Roads. 

Finally, we must never stop 
working on our image. 

It should concern all of us 
when council members or citi- 
zens talk negatively about 
their city. 

It should concern all of us if 
we can't work .through racial 
tensions and get on with the 
project of building a better, 
more productive Portsmouth 
for all. We must wwk to leave 
behind a legacy of which we 
are all proud. 

This community needs to 
move one plateau to another to 
stop seeing the words black 
and white in the media to stq) 
hearing the words black and 
white and to move on to the 
future as people, as citizens, as 
volunteers . . . 

I truly believe that we 
exemplify the environment de- 
scribed in the book. Reinvent- 
ing the Corporation. We must 
view today as an opportunity. 
The author addresses power-

Redevelopment Activity Generates $155 
Million In New Private Development 

In die late 70», "gO* md '901 Portsmouth fcaden realized that the only w«y 
Portsmouft could grow economicaDy and physicaUy was to regenerate blighted 
and deteriorated properties into sound, tax producing, employment generating 
reuses, and that tfte only way to accomplish this was through an aggressive 

redevelopment program. 
Since Portsmouth is, for the moat put, built up with a limited amount of vacant 

developaWe land, the assemblage of prop«9 Aiough the redevelopment process 
leprcsente the only ongoing avenue for achieving any sizrf>le economic growth. 
With this in mind, the city, in the late 'SOs and early 70s. began planning its 
levitalization strategy, asseroblmg laml and removing blighting influences. 
Through the efforts of City administration and the Redevelopment Authority, 
major developmem sites were acquired, cleared and assembled. These efforts 
could not have been accomplished by the private sector for two importantreasons: 

(1 ) it would not be financially feasible for the private sector to absorb actjuisition, 
demolition, and relocation costs in additicm to the development of the property, and 

(2) the private sector does not have tfie power of eminent domain to ensure the 
acquisition of these underutiUzed properties. A further advanuge of puWic con- 
trol of land through the redevelopment process is the ability to ensure the highest 
and best use of the land. especiaUy in a city likff Portsmouth where developable 
pmpaty is a precious commodity. 

The property, in accordance with state law governing Authority operations, 
must be blighted, deteriorated or underutUized. Not only does property in this 
condition generate very little tax revenue; in most instances, the costs to our city, 
due to the inordinate amoum of required municipal services, far exceed the taxes 
received. Since the majority of our neighboring cities have considerable amounts 
of vacant land, it is essential that Portsmouth assemble property and have a wide 
range of suiuble sites available when market conditions are favorable and devel- 
opment interest is indicated. 

Tremendous strides have been made in the city's revitalization effortt ■ aresult 
of the reci^JtuTe of deteriorated, nonproductive real estate for recycling purposes, 
allowing the land to once again become tax generating. 

It is important to realize that due to the availability of land assembled under past 
redevelopment programs, developers' needs could be accommodatedquickly once 
their intaest in developing in Portsmouth was established. Not only was the land 
available, but it was under public control. Therefore, the quality and timeliness of 
these developmenu could be ensured. Much of the success of the revilaUzalion of 
the downtown corridor is attributable to the availability of redevelopment land - the 
Commerce Bank Building, the Courtyard Building. Bristol Square, Washington 
Square and Crawford Square Condominiums, as well as aflurry of otherresidential 
developments offer excellent examples. More than 600 new residential units in 
proximity to the downtown area have been devetoped. Neighborhoods such as 
Mount Hermon and EfTingham were extremely blighted areas, producing very 
little revenue to the city, particularly when compared to the cost of city services 
provided to these neighborhoods. After redevelopment, the blight has been 
removed and these areas now contain several hundred new, single-family homes 
paying full real estate taxes. These neighborhoods are now an asset both physically 
and economically to the city of Portsmouth. Where viable business now exists on 
London Boulevard (Portsmouth Renal Center, Portsmouth Floral and Technical 
Products Corporation); was once the location of one of the worst slum areas in the 
city. Were it not for a redevelopment program, these blighting conditions would 

still exist 

The PortCentre; Commerce Parte was in its embryonic suges only a few years 
ago, and now the citizens of Portsmouth are wimess to the new WAVY-TV 
headquarters located in this area. Yet, if the City and the Portsmouth Redevelop- 
ment and Housing Authority had not initiated the Squthside I^edevelopment 
Program in 1975, we would not be concerning ourselves tpday with these new tax 
and job generating enterprises. 

The Collins Group, or the former Virginia Productt Building, rqvesenUid a 
major new devetopment in the city when construction was initiated in the early 
1980s. There has been some outcry in the past about the Authority's programs 
taking land off tax rolls, yet the Virginia Products plant when it First opened paid 
more in real estate taxes than the entire twelve block area located between Fourth 
and Fust Streets. 

Since 197S, the city has received approximately $7.0 million in just income 
alone from the saleofpropertles acquired through the redevelopment programs . In 
addition to removing blighted properties, the Authority has fostered more than 
$155 million in new tax and employment generating investment in the city of 
Portsmouth, all of which will continue to increase in value and provide a greater 
return to the city in years to come. 

It is imperative that the city continue to assemble property through the redevel- 
opment process to ensure economic growth in the future. Although a great deal has 
been accomplished in the past few years, much more work remains to be done for 
the city to continue succeeding in its efforts to improve the quality of live for all 
its citizens.

MEMBER FDIC 
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Bryce Reports On Early Initiative Activities And Progress 



This report was presented at 
a meeting of city department 
heads on August 9, 1990 by 
Alethia C. Bryce, assistant 
city assessor. It was part of an 
executive briefing by the city 
manager's Design Team. 

The first steps of the "City 
of the Future initiative were 
started in early 1990, with 
funding being obtained from 



private sources to pay the 
city's share for the assistance 
of Virginia Tech and Dr. Scott 
Sink. 

In April, the mayor and the 
City Council gave their con- 
sent and endorsement for the 
program to proceed as it has 
been outlined to them. The 
council and their appointees 
then became the Summit Te^, 



PGH Acquires Angioscopy System 



Portsmouth General Hospital 
was the first in the area to ob- 
tain an angioscopy system. 
The system provides surgeons 
with a new technology that 
offers a means to directly ex- 
amine the inside surfaces of 
the body's blood vessels safely 
and easily. 

The new angioscopy system 
uses extremely thin fiberoptic 
filaments to transmit a picture 
of the vessel's interior to a 
video camera and monitor, 
where it is viewed by the sur- 



geon. It is especially useful for 
patients undergoing diagnosis 
and treat^ment of peripheral 
vascular disease, usually in the 
leg.. 

"We believe that the an- 
gioscopy system will result in 
better visualization of blood 
vessel occlusions and defects, 
and allow us to directly con- 
firm the success of many 
q)erative procedures. This can 
only benefit our patients," 
says Richard Maxwell, admin- 
istrator.

"These are real lough times fi- 
nancially speaking" Ginata Wall, 
CPA, CFP. said. "Women now, 
more than ever, need to know 
how to manage their finances." 

Wall, who hails from San 
Diego, Ca., was addressing the 
roughly 75 attendees gathered for 
a financial education seminar, 
held recently at the Virginia. 
Beach Central Library. Wall co- 
founded WIFE (the Women's 
Institute of Financial Educatioa), 
which sponsored the event, 
^lesigned to help demystify the 
world of finances for women. 

WIFE, a non-profit organizat- 
ion begun in California, was 
founded on the premise that 
many women do not feel 
comfortable with nor are know- 
ledgeable about handling money, 
yet they need, as much as men 
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Ginata Wall ^foke to women re- 
cently at the Wffinia Beach Central 
Library about money, 

do, to be competent and in- 
formed in this area. A new WIFE 
chapter recently begun . in 
Virginia Beach is the first of its 
kind on the East Coast, and the 
third chapter in the country. 

Wall told the group how vital 
it is that women educate 
themselves about money. "I'm 
talking about money concerns," 
she said. "These are the things 
you wake up at 2 a.m. worrying 
about." 

Wall said that due to the 
current national economic 
recession, money matters are 
, changing. "They used to say it 
was 'safe as money in the 
bank,'" she said. "Today even 
money in the bank isn't 
' necessarily safe." 

Wall advised attendees, when 
managing their money, to 
"diversify," or balance 
investments so that losses in 
some assets would be offset by 
gains in others. "Select assets 
from several different categories, 
such as cash, financial assets 
(stocks and bonds) and real as- 
sets (real estate, precious metals 
. . .)," she noted. 

"You can see, with 500 
savings and loans gone under, 
that you riccd^to diversify," added 
Wall. 

Wall advised attendees, the 
majority of whom were women, 
to watch economic cycles, think 
gl(Aally and invest defensively. 

"Pay off those credit cards," 
she said, "and try to buy a new 
car in fewer installments or pay 
cash for it . . . there arc so many 
little things we can do to help 
safeguard ourselves." 

Among these things, said 
Wall, arc investing in retirement 
plans and taking steps to keep 
up-to-date' on financial 
information. Read financial 
journals and consult experts, she 
said. "Be a good planner and 
don't jump inlo any shaky deals 
or invest impulsively. 

"Money is scary," Wall said.

Agriculture Is 
OK For Now, But 
Future Is Cloudy 



New Growth, Low 
Land Values May Af- 
fect Farmers

Though Virginia Beach may 
have a proud agricultural heritage, 
several farmers aren't too opti- 
mistic for the future. 

In fact, some say farming may 
become nonexistent 

"If you want to farm, you 
should go some place other than 
Virginia Beach," said Steve 
Barnes, owner of Bay Breeze 
Farm in the Pungo/Sandbridge 
area. 

Because of the city's growth, 
monetary reasons and land value, 
Barnes said that agriculture 
"won't be a dominating force in 
the city of Virginia Beach" in 20 
or 30 years. 

Louis Culliphcr, the city's 
Agriculture Department director, 
said although agriculture has un- 
dergone major changes over the 
'•asl 90 years, it is still a major 
industry in the city., In 1939, he 
said, there were 53,000 acres of 
cropland in the city, compared to 
today's 38,000. 

"We've lost considerable 
acreage, but we still have a viable 
base," he said. 

But, will that base be capable 
of developing in years to come? 

"Finding ways to make it 
profitable is challenging," said 
Nancy Vaughan, who, with her 
husband, owns a l,2(X)-acrc farm 
in Back Bay. "What fanners have 
to do is diversify a lot to offset 
the difference." 

Making History 

According te Cullipher, 
agriculture wa^ooming in the 
city as far ba«C as' 1607, when 
the Indians called the area home. 
Early agriculture consisted of 
raising com, wheat and livestock 
for subsistence and tobacco as a 
cash crop. 

During the 1920s, a 
transportation system was con- 
structed from Virginia Beach to 
Norfolk, which caused a big 
boom in high value crops, such 
as collards and potatoes, Cul- 
lipher said. 

Dairying was also an impor- 
tant industry, with 40 dairies in 
the city during theiatc 1940s. 

In the 1980s, the city saw a 
shift in its industry. Many farm- 
ers were looking to alternate 
crops to increase their income. 

"We have two industries - 
traditional crops, such aS com, 
wheal and soybeans and a swine 
industry. Virginia Beach is still 
the largest swine producer in the 
Commonwealth, if you take 
away Smithfield Foods," said 
Culliphcr. 

Another big industry is metro 
crops, or, high value, intensely 
managed crops, such as strawber- 
ries, potatoes and sweet com. 
There arc about 2,500 acres of 
these crops and many of the veg- 
etable arc marketed at pick-your- 
own and roadside stands. 

'There's a lot of opportunities 
for direct marketing," said Cul- 
lipher. "Wc can sec an increase in 
that." 

According to Cullipher, there 



are some advantages for farming 
in a metro area: there are a mil- 
lion people within a 45-minute 
drive, which creates a big oppor- 
tunity for for direct marketing; 
and there's also an opportunity 
for off-farm employment. 

Despite the benefits, Cullipher 
said there are still farmers who 
are concerned about growth in die 
city and die future of agriculture. 

"Virtually, it'll be nonexistent 
shortly. Therfe won't be as many 
farmers," said Barnes, who har- 
vests 350 acres of vegetable 
crops. 

Barnes said that farmers aren't 
the city's main concern right 
now; tourism is. If it were up to 
the city, he said, it- could survive 
without farmland. 

"We're fanning in areas that arc 
growing faster than we can keep 
up with," he said. 

Vaughan agrees there will be a 
decrease in fanners in the future. 

There are already very few as it is 
and many will have retired in 20 




Ken Marx Plans 
Support Rally In D.C. 
On March 9

Ken Marx has been gagged and 
threatened, all because he spoke his 
mind. 

Now, more than 20 years later, 
Marx plans to speak out once 
again, and this time nobody's going 
to stop him. 

Marx, a Kempsville resident, and 
his daughter are planning to hold a 
support rally in Washington, D.C. 
on March 9. He is hoping for a 
50,000-pcrson turnout, although 
realistically he expects about 5,000. 

Marx first decided to stage a rally 
about three weeks ago after he at- 
tended one at Norfolk's Town Point 
Park. About the same time, Marx's 
daughter, who lives irt Pittsburgh, 
Pa., called him, very upset because 
the city of Pittsburgh had recently 
sent bus loads of anti-war protestors 
to the country's capitol. 

"That upset me and reminded me 
of a vow I made during Vietnam;" 
said Marx, an inspections 
mechanic. 

Although he was never sent to 
Vietnam, Marx was on call for the 
National Guard 24-hours-a-day for 
more than six years. During the 
war, Marx was known for spea^ng

years, she said. According to 
Cullipher, there are about 250 
full- and pan-time farmers in the 
city now, die majority of them in 
the Blackwater/Piingo area. 

"Farmers are concerned with 
die equity of the land, That's dieir 
retirement," he said, although 
some young farmers still see it as 
dieir livelihood. 

Cullipher said that many 
farmers are concerned, because of 
urbanization, that their suppliers 
and equipment dealers will leave 
die area and head to more rural 
locations. 

Aldiough the industry may de- 
crease, Cullipher maintains that 
agriculture will remain competi- 
tive due to highly productive 
soils, good managers,' long 
growing seasons, usually ade- 
quate rainfall distribution and 
proximity to markets. Farmers 
may be confronted with many 
challenges, such as technological 
changes, intrusion of non-farm 
rural residents and environmental 
concerns; however, Culliphcr re- 
mains optimistic. 

"It will gradually decrease. You 
reach a point where you don't 
have a critical mass. That's when 
your infrastructure is gone and 
the dealers arc gone," he said. 
"It's a hardship for farmers to ex- 
ist. We haven't reachcxl thai point 
yet, bul that's the irr-nrt " 



ou| against war protestors. He was 
warned once and dien a second time 
by his company commander to 
"keep his damn mouth shut;" a 
third warning would result in a 
court martial. As a National Guard 
member, Marx was not allowed to 
have an opinion, he said. 

"I said, 'You can gag me now and 
you can gag me for the two years 
I'm on active reserve,'" he said. "I 
vowed that if we were ever in a 
military connict again - at the first 
sign of protestors - 1 would become 
vocal." 

His daughter reminded him of 
that promise and together they 
plotted a plan of action. 





A support rally on the national 
level .seemed to be the answer, ac- 
cording to Marx. Taking a rally to 
the White House meant national 
media attention, which in turn 
meant that the troops will be more 
apt to hear die message. 

"The only thing I know to do is^^ 
to get as many peoole as I can to 
go ro Washington D.C," he said. 
"If we can bring people in from

Virginia, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
New Jersey and Delaware, we can 
then call it a national rally and 
generate national attention. More 
people will get die message that 
yes, we do support the troops and 
their families." 

Marx began making phone calls 
to Washington a few weeks ago. 
First, he applied for a permit to 
hold a march and a rally. Then he 
banded togedier widi die Coalition 
X for American Pride, a Washington 
D.C.-based group thaj is helping 
Marx coordinate the march.

People Who Work Should 
Show Earnings By April 15 



People who work while ihcy are 
getting Social Security bcncfils 
need to report their earnings by 
April 15, if their earnings the year 
bcrwe were above certain limits. 

Reports for 1990 earnings are re- 
quired from beneficiaries (other than 
those receiving disability benefits) 
who were age 65 to 69 and earned 
over $9,360, or under age 65 and 
earned over $6,840, and who re- 
ceived some benefits in 1990. 
Earnings over iimse amounts count 
in determining the amount of So- 
cial Security benefits due. 

People who were 70 or older 
during all of 1990 do not have to 
file an earnings report no matter 
how much they earned. 

The annual report forms were 
mailed automatically to anyone 
who mdicaial they would be work- 
ing and earning over the exempt 
amounts while they were jiclting 
hcncdts Anyone who ncciK to (ik- 



a report but didn't get one in the 
mail should call Social Security to 
ask for an Annual Report of Earn- 
ings form. 

In their earnings reports. Social 
Security beneficiaries show the ex- 
act amount of the past year's earn- 
ings and provide an estimate of 
their earnings for the current year. 
For 1991, earnings over $9,720 for 
people 65 to 69, and earnings over 
$7,080 for people under 65, count 
in figuring the amount of Social 
Security benefits that can be paid.

process. All to the good. We hope the public will not forget by November. 

In these days of changing times and values it is sometimes of value to look 
at some far out ideas. If nothing else for fun and to jog the grey cells into greater 
activity. "Imagineering" was a term coined by one of the major car manufac- 
turers a few ^Isars ago. Let's try a bit of this to see where it misht lead us. 

There has been a lot of talk about appointed vctsus elected school boards. 
There also has been a lot of discussion about equal funding for education, as 
well as about state mandated programs for education without commensurate 
funding by the state. There is a dearth of funds for school construction. 

Now let'& just imagine how it would be if the state Vaxk over all responsibil- 
ity for education. Since the state would provide all funds for education there 
would be no problem with equal funding since all funds would be allocated on 
a cost per pupil basis. There would be no mandated programs since the state 
would merely implement what it deemed was needed. Cities and counties 
would not have to wrestle wiUi problems of how to fund the school budget or 
find funds to build schools, nor would there be any arguments as to whether 
school boards should have the power of taxation since all costs would be bome[ 
by the state. In fact, there would be no discussion on elected or iqjpointed school 
boards since none would exist 

How about, if the state took over full responsibility for total funding of al| 
roads and highways? There certainly would be less arguments apd time wasted 
by city councils deciding what roads should be built and how to raise funds to 
build them. 

How about the state assuming full responsibility to provide safe potable 
water to all cities, towns and communities? This certainly would mean a 
quantum jump in the efficient planning and construction of water systems over 
the present piece meal approach to the problem. Without a doubt, it would save 
a bundle on legal fees to lawyers and judges, as well as drastically cutting the 
time needed to get the water flowing to thirsty customers. 

There are a bundle of reasons why the above ideas could lead to serious 
problems, not the least of which would be to create monster bureaucracies that 
could be politically manipulated and become completely unresponsive to the 
wishes of the general public. There is much however to be said for combining 
the responsibility and authority in a single entity of government. The question 
is, could it be any worse than the present system of burdening local govern- 
ments with the responsibility and then denying them the authority to be able tq 
accomplish their mission tlvough the Dillon Rule? As we know, the result is 
way too costly to the already over burdened taxpayers. 

We also must wonder, if the state had the full responsibility as outlined 
above, would there be so many mandated school programs? And would the 
General Assembly have continued to be so against limiting the authority of 
rapidly growing localities to properly plan and control growth? Would diey 
also have been so against the use of impact and other fees to pay for the 
enormous costs of providing the infrastructure needs that growth has made 
necessary? We think not!

Recent City Council Actions Reported By LeeCal)ill 



V.B. Events Unlimited May Get Labor Day Events 



City Council members 
generally want to treat the Labor 
Day weekend at the beach just 
like any other holiday and, they 
think, Uie Virginia Beach Hotel 
and Motel Association may have 
provided a way. 

The association has proposed 
turning over all special events at 
the beach to the Virginia Beach 
Events Unlimited, which already 
oversees the Virginia Beach 
Neptune Festival, Ocean 
Occasions and First Night 
Virginia Beach. Operating funds 
would come from city revenues 
earmarked for this purpose. 

Council unanimously went 
along with the request - partway 
- when it agreed to have a public 
hearing (required by law) on a 
half-cent tax increase on hotel 
rooms for one year, increasing 
the tax from 4.5 percent to 5 
percent for one year. The tax 
increase is expected to raise 
$600,000 for special events. 
, However, council rejected a 
twin proposal to have the city 
dedicate to Beach Events 
Unlimited 35 percent of the 
recently-imposed solid waste 
tipping fee, which was projected 
to raise another $300,000 
through June 1993. City 
Manager Aubrey V. Watts Jr. was 
directed, instead, to come back 
with an alternative for 
permanently dedicated funds. The 
refuse revenues, unlike the room 
tax, was to provide a continuing 
source of revenue. 

Linwood Branch, president of 
the Hotel and Motel Association, 
said that another half-million 
dollars was expected to be raised 
from private sources. 

Events Unlimited would handle 
programs for all weekends and 
special holidays. 

This means, Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker reminded Branch, 
that "you become the catalyst for 
Labor Day." 

Branch said that the group 
would be responsible for 
programs and cvcnLs. 

Council is mindful of the 
planning for the Laborfcsi. the 
prc-school celebration of college 



students which ended up last year 
costing the city about $2.5 
million, mostly in services. 

Although the weekend was 
considered a success when 
compared to the Labor Day 
celebration on Labor Day 
weekend 1989 - council members 
last week did not hesitate to 
acknowledge that they would like 
to be less involved. 

Referring to the proposal from 
Branch, Councilman Paul 
Lanteigne said that he would like 
to sec the Labor Day weekend 
treated like every other weekend 
at the beach. He said that the 
special events should be not 
only for guests but also for local 
residents, "and not penalize one 
group or other." 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms, Jr. said that he would like 
to see weekend thanes. He said 
that traffic should be closed off 
in downtown beach streets for all 
major holidays. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that the city is going to 
have to concentrate on the 
amount of money spent on any 
festival. She said that she didn't 
sec the public as wanting to take 
on another entertainment. 

Mayor Mcycra Obemdorf said 
that the talk is not about 
spending $2 million again, but 
that council needed to have more 
than a nebulous discussion about 
Laborfest. 

McClanan said that the city's 
job is to promote the public 
safely, while Vice Mayw Robert 
E. Fentress said that some of the 
evenu should be handled by the 
private sector. 

McClanan said that the Hotel 
and Motel Association was a 
more appropriate agency to deal 
with Laborfest. 

Oberndorf said that the 
probability that young adults 
will come to the beach on Labor 
Day should not be ignored. 

For his part, Robert W. 
Clybum would like to sec an on- 
going program of entertainment 
at the beach, which McClanan 
said should be handled by a 
private entity. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 



said that he liked the Beach 
Events idea, that the city's 
responsibility is to provide 
police, safely and traffic control. 
The rest should be left to the 
"folks at the Oceanfront who 
want to promote their 
businesses." 

McClanan suggested taking 
the good things that came out of 
last year's L^orfest and putting 
them to wofic for other weekends. 

By this week, council 
continued to like the Beach 
Events program but was reluctant 
to assign public revenues for use 



by a private entity. 

Lou Pace, a resident of Hunt 
Club Forest, said that he did not 
like the idea that taxes would be 
used for one exclusive purpose. 
He said that the money should be 
in the operating budget. 

The idea. Branch said, is to 
bring more people to the beach, 
which translates into more 
revenues for the city. 

McClanan also was concerned 
about turning tax money over to 
private interests. She also does 
not like the idea of having city 



employees as regular members of 
the Events committee. Like 
Parker, she questioned using the 
refuse fee. 

Branch said that all the plans 
have not been fine-tuned, that 
the groups have yet to sit down 
and discuss the possible events. 

Sessoms also said that he 
would as soon not see the money 
lied to a refuse fee and suggested 
a plan in which the city would 
match dollars with money raised 
privately. 

Saying that he also could not 
support the refuse revenues part 



of ihc plan, Councilman James 
W. Brazier Jr. expressed concern 
about creating another 
bureaucracy. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that whatever money will 
be given to Events Unlimited 
will come out of the general 
fund. Pinpointing 35 percent of 
the refuse fee merely sets the 
parameters on how much would 
be appropriate. In any case, 
nothing in the proposal is in- 
cluded in the current fiscal year's 
budget. 



Baum, Parker Vote Against Collections System 



A $3(K),000 consolidated col- 
lections system for the trea- 
surer's office took a back seat 
when Councilman John A. Baum 
found himself on the same side 
as Councilwoman Nancy Parker. 

That's not to say Baum and 
Parker don't ever vote the same 
on an issue, but that's usually 
when the vote is unanimous 
anyway. If there is any contro- 
versy at all, Baum and Parker 
usually are on opposite sides. 

Baum noted the humor of the 
situation as he seconded Parker's 
motion to defer under the city's 
normal budget process a request 
from Treasurer John T. Atkinson 
for a $300,000 consolidated 
collection system to root out 
delinquent taxpayers. The 
system would be paid for, under a 
lease-purchase agreement, by the 
additional revenues it would 
generate. In fact, said Atkinson, 
the system will bring in 
revenues much greater (from 
$200,000 to $250,000) than the 
$74,051 yearly lease-purchase 
payments. 

Baum said that he thought 
some mistakes are made by com- 
puters, while Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf said that she hoped 
the "economy is a lot kinder to 
these people than your computer 
will be." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
was concerned because the 



money was not in the budget. 

But Baum and Parker, along 
with McClanan and Obemdorf, 
lost their motion by a vote of 6- 
4. Councilman Harold 

Heischobcr was absent. And 
Baum, Parker and McClanan were 
on the losing side (7-3) when 
council appropriated $300,000 
for the treasurer's office. 

Atkinson, explaining his need 
for streamlining his office, said 
that he now has 14 or 15 differ- 
ent sets of tools. "If one of you 
come to the office and asks how 
much you owe the city, we don't 
know." The citizen would have 
to return in a couple of days. 

Under the new system, with 
the Hick of a key or a button or 
whatever serves the purpose, the 
office will tell you give the 
amount of everything you owe 
the treasurer. In some cases, 
more than you want to know. 

Atkinson said he did not want 
to wait for the budget process 
and the new fiscal year because it 
would take six to nine months to 
set up the system and most of a 
year's proceeds will be lost. 

No, he told Councilman Paul 
J. Lanteigne. He would not be 
able to tell an inquirer what his 
court fines arc. He is restricted 
to debts owed to the treasurer. 
But if tie couns want to feed that 
into the machine, he could 
sui^ly that information also. 



Said Vice-Mayor Robert E. 
Fentress, who is a banker, "Most 
of the private sector is doing ev- 



erything possible to collect 
loans. They are doing no more 
than what Atkinson is doing." 



Lanteigne Discusses Meetings 



As Councilman Paul J. 
Lanteigne understood the changes 
in the council meetings, 
everything would be the same, 
except that the informal sessions 
and staff briefings would all be 
held in the council chambers 
rather than the conference room, 
to allow citizens belter access. 
These sessions also would be 
televised just like the formal 
session. 

However, a recent agenda 
showed ihc meeting starting at 2 
p.m., wiih nothing .scheduled 
prior to Ihc meeting. 

When Mayor Meyera ObcmdOrf 
suggested at the end of the 
agenda items that council could 
discuss its concerns at that time, 
Lanicignc said that he wanted to 
gel the informal session out 
from, "so we can get our busi- 
ness oul of the way." Based on 
what was voted on. Lanteigne 
said, he had diffcreni ideas about 
how the meeting would be han- 
dted. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that staff briefings work 
better in the morning. 



Obemdorf said that she undeN 
stood that the desire of the 
majority was to move the 
meetings to the council cham- 
bers because of the redundancy of 
staff presenialions in Ihe confer- 
ence room and later in the cham- 
bers. She said that by schedul- 
ing the meetings consecutively, 
ihe TV team would not have to 
come in the moming and again 
in the afternoon. An executive 
session can be requested by any 
council member, she said. But 
council has not had an executive 
session for three weeks, some- 
thing of a record. 

With informal meetings, which 
sometimes last two or ihrcc 
hours, scheduled at the end of the 
meetings. Councilman James W. 
Brazier said, council is 
guaranteeing thai the meetings 
will last until 2 or 3 a.m. in the 
morning. 

Vice- Mayor Robert E. Fcntriiss 
said ihai he understood that 
council warned to have all its 
meetings in ihe council cham- 
bers.

According to Roy Zeldman, 
Special Olympics director of mar- 
keting and development, the Vir- 
ginia torch run is the largest run in 
the country and is always among 
the top three in funds raised. Last 
year, the run surpassed the 
$300,000 mark. If the state meete 
its goals this year, the run will 
have raised more than $1 million in 
the past five years, he said. 

"Without the law enforcement 
torch run, we wouldn't have been 
able to expand our program," Zeld- 
man said. "It added to our ability to 
serve more mentally retarded citi- 
zens." 

Zeldman added that the run is a 
crucial part of the Special 
Olympics' $2.7 million annual 
budget. The summer games alone, 
he said, cost $160,000. 

"We're ecstatic. It's the kind of 
event that we think is incredible," 
he said. 

Aside from raising money for 
Special Olympics, Zeldman said 
that the run has several other bene- 
fits: it recognizes people and calls 
awareness to the Special Olympics 
and adds a large number of volun- 
teers to the program. 



Although Virginia didn't become 
involved until 1986, the torch run 
has existed since 1981. It began in 
Wichita, Kan., when Police Chief 
Richard LaMunyon saw a need to 
raise funds for the Special 
Olympics. He also saw the run as a 
way to enhance the police depart- 
ment's image, Zeldman said. 

"He conceived the torch run to 
help Special Olympics, get tjie 
community involved and help the 
police department to not look like 
the bad guys," he said. "They're the 
good guys to the Virginia Special 
Olympics." 

The Special Olympics conducts 
400 competitions each year 
throughout the state, which is di- 
vided into 25 different areas. Each 
area is run by volunteers who work 
closely with the handicapped ath- 
letes and the Special Olympics 
staff, which is based in Richmond. 

Special Olympics holds 
competitions for 15 sports, for 
which many athletes train eight 
weeks prior to the event After each 
competition, athletes are chosen for 
advancement to go on to one of 

four state tournaments. They then 
may qualify for the summer's 
international games, where the 
torch run culminates. 

"The law enforcement officers all 
arrive about a mile away and they 
run the final leg to the opening 
ceremonies. They pass the torch to

the athletes, who will light the 
cauldron," said Zeldman. 

According to Bcane, he hopes to 
see as many officers as possible in 
Richmond cheering on the aihlclcs. 

"We're very fortunate to have our 
health. It's something we can do to 
make their lives more special," said 
Derwent. "It's a real special thing. 
They (the athletes) look forward to 
it all year long. It's one of the Jiigh 
points in their lives. It's very mov- 
ing to to be there; Ihcy give it their 



all." 

Zeldman said that many of the 
9,000 athletes go on to compete in 
private sports clubs, all because 
Special Olympics gave them a 
chance to discover their abilities. 
Without the Law Enforcement 
Torch Run, many athletes may not 
have been given that opportunity, 
he said. 

"They do it because they believe 
in the program," said Zeldman. "No 
one is ordered to be involved." 
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ralization Court with welcoming ceremonies for new citizens. 

In 1922, Congress gave the Natiohal Society DAR permission to wwk 
with women detainees at Ellis Island and even provided a special room for 
occupational therapy. DAR members gave these prospective citizens mate- 
rial, thread, yarn and other items along with insb'uctions to keep them 
busy during long periods of waiting and hoping. In 1986, the society con- 
mbuted over half-a-million dollars to help in the restoration of the immi- 
gration center at Ellis Island. 

Because of the close relationship of the DAR and the INS, as both 
groups commemorate their lOOth year of service to the nation, I (^ided to 
learn more about the history of immigration to America. In today's col- 
umn, I will share some of my discoveries. 

The United States has always been a nation of immigrants. No matter " 
how or when we arrived, every citizen of this country is either an immi- 
grant or descended from one! We tend to think that United States immi^- 
tion dates from our nation's beginnings, but the first newcomers to the re- 
gion, often called "native" Americans, actually entered from Asia over 
20,000 years ago across a land bridge where the Bering Strait is today. 

Before the American Revolution, immigrants arrived freely and were 
welcomed. They came from a wide range of place^fw diverse reasons. In 
those days, most came from Europe - from England, France, Germany, 
Spain, Portugal and the Netherlands, often for economic or religious rea- 
sons. 

Unfoi-tunately, many groups came to America involuntarily. Slaves 
from Africa were forcibly brought. They were "not alone. Others came as 
punishment or under servitude. We tend to forget that children were often 
kidnapped from English slums and sold for Arnerican labor. Felons were 
also sent to America as punishment. 

As early as 1639, some colonies enacted legislation to exclude "paupers" 
and "criminals." But these restrictions were largely ineffectual as the 
colonies lacked authority and a cenU^lized adminisuative structure. Then, 
under the Articles of Confederation, each state governed its own immigra- 
tion policy, resulting in great confusion. 

The U.S. Constitution, ratified in 1789, granted Congress broad power 
to regulate foreign commerce, but it was unclear whether this included 
immigration. Finally, in the 1875 case o( Henderson v. City of New York, 
the Supreme Court ruled that state restrictions on immigration were un- 
constitutional as they infringed on the federal power over foreign com- 
merce. , 

One must conclude that the first 100 years of the nation's existence were 
generally a period of unrestricted immigration. But the open policy came 
under criticism with the rising tide of immigrants entering the country. 
Between 1820 and 1880, almost three million Irish immigrants came to 
the United States. Sadly, the Catholic Irish were not well accepted by the 
predominantly Protestant nation. The Civil War drowned the protrats for a 
while. 

However, several federal laws reflected the growing desire to restrict the 
immigration of certain groups. In the west, imported Chinese labor had 
been used since 1850. As more and more .Chinese arrived, tensions ran 
high in that area of the country. In 1882, Congress passed the Chinese 
Exclusion Act, suspending Chinese immigration for 10 years. Incredibly, 
this act was extended and later made permanent. (It was not repealed so that 
Chinese could become citizens until 1943!) 

Some may consider a second Act of 1882 the first general federal immi- 
gration act as it imposed a head tax for the first time on every arriving 
immigrant. But it was the Immigration Act (26 Stat. 1085) of March 3, 
1891 which established the Bureau of Immigration, placing it under the 
Treasury Department, and giving it the responsibility for inspecting cn- 
uants at the 24 ports of enuy to the United States. 

In 1903, the bureau was moved to the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. Three years later, a Naturalization Act was passed, creating the Bu- 
reau of Immigration and Naturalization. But, when the Department of 
Commerce and Labor were split into two departments, naturalization and 
immigration were also split Finally, in 1940, INS was moved to the De- 
paruncni of Justice where it has remained. 

Through the years, there have been many laws enacted to regulate and 
rcsuict immigration. The Act of 1952 was so complex it was difficult to 
enforce. It was followed by various amendments. The most recent act, 
signed into law by President Bush on Nov. 29, 1990, expands the 
immigration cap to 700,000 annually and gives priorities to trained 
professionals and to those newcomers who can prove they have at least a 
million dollars and will pledge to create a business employing at least 10 
or more Americans. 

Some have suggested that this new Immigration Act might cause us to 
revise the inscription on the Statue of Liberty! In 1883, to help raise funds 
for the pedestal, Emma Lazarus wrote, "Give me your tired, your poor, 
your huddled masses yearning to breath free ..." Today we seem to be 
saying, "Give me your energetic, your wealthy, and your skilled elite." 

In any event, for 100 years, it has been the mission of the INS to ad- 
minister all immigration and naturalization laws relating to the admission, 
exclusion, deportation, and naturalization of aliens. 

Through offices in the United States and in other areas around the world, 
the INS provides information and assistance to those seeking U.S. 
Citizenship. Its numerous enforcement activities, such as the Border Pa- 
trol, protect the national security of the United Slates and the welfare of 
those legally residing here. 



community and corporate donations we were able to send 630 pounds of 
M&Ms candies and 360 boxes of salt water taffy to the desert hospital staff 
and patients. The success of that effort' brought subsequent donations from 
C. Lloyd Johnson Company and the Mars Company, who provided six 
tons of M&Ms for the ships about to leave for the Persian Gulf. 

It wasn't long before I started receiving letters of thanks from our own 
military and from British and Scottish soldiers and nutses. Fleet hospital 
#5 shared our candy with allied forces and Virginia Beach Operation Home 
Front's Project Desert Delivery became international! 

After sending candy, we sent books, thousands of books! As a part of 
Project Sand Paper, citizens donated more than 20,000 paperback books at 
our local libraries. These were sent with mrasages of love and support to 
Desert Shield. 

But that was just the beginning. With more local battle groups leaving 
for the Gulf directly after Christmas, I wanted to do something special be- 
fore they left I sought assistance from the generous resort hotels, busi- 
nesses and retailers and Project Sand Blast and Project Holiday Hospitality 
became realities. 

The end result was a wonderful family party in early December with two 
nights of free hotel rooms for 1,000 personnel from the U.S.S. America 
and U.S.S. Roosevelt battle groups. 

The outpouring of love and concern was overwhelming. More than 500 
free hotel rooms were donated for Holiday Hospitality. Everything from the 
food and entertainment to the red, while and blue decorations were provided 
by caring businesses and individuals for the Sand Blast pany. 

As I spoke to this gathering of military families, 1 told them how proud 
Virginia Beach was of thdm and that we would pray for their safe and 
speedy return home. 

Tears come to my eyes now as 1 remember that evening in December. 
The crowd was so full of hope . . . praying that war would not start . . 
ready to fight if it did. Now, so many of these brave, young men and 
women arc proudly defending freedom . . . Most will be changed by their 
experiences . . . some will never return ... all will be heroes. 

Operation Home Front took on a special meaning for the community 
after the war began. As mayor, i oKiciaicU as we solemly raised the 
POW/MIA Hag at Mount Trashmore Park and the I>esen Storm Hag at the 
Tidewater Veteran's Memorial in Virginia Bca;h. We sent Vatentincs to the 
U-oops and I spoke to local groups promoting Operation Home Front. 

There have been a variety of special rallies and programs to show sup- 
port in the past few weeks, but none can surpass the creation of a human 
Hag, an enormous, exact rtfplica of the United Stales Hag. I worked wiili 
WNOR, a local radio station, to accomplish this feat We needed thousands 
of people to create the Hag with color-coded cards so that photos and videos 
couW be taken from the air and sent to Desert Storm. We wanted to visu- 
ally cxprcs.s our commiinicnl and love. 

I appeared oh morninc radio lo encourage participation. The response 



was more than wp had imagined. 

More than 3,900 people arrived early in the morning to actually hold 
one of the color-coded cards to make the flag. At least 40,000 others 
crowded around the lucky card holders and the stage. 

The city park was alive with people and positive vibes. It felt like an 
old-fashioned 4th of July ... but much more organized and focused. It was 
a sea of red, while and blue. People of all ages and walks of life smiled at 
each other, waving American flags of all sizes. Speakers blared pau-iotic 
songs. Positive feelings of pride, fellowship and hope swept the crowd. As 
the proud participants raised their cards, the national anthem was sung with 
passion, pride and dignity. Helicopters flew overhead to capture this 
beautiful, human flag on film. Chills went up my spine and my heart 
nearly burst with pride and emotion. There wasn't a dry eye in the crowd. 

The feeling was so strong and powerful that 1 believe it must have 
reached the Middle East. Those brave men and women must have felt the 
warmth of our love and Operation Home Front. They must have heard the 
whisper of hope in the desert and al sea that night 

Operation Home Front coniinucs'with plans for more large rallies and 
additional support for the dependents left behind. I hope and pray for the 
day when Operation Home Front can celebrate the end of the war and wel- 
come home our friends, neighbors and loved ones. That will be the best 
event yet! ^

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"It's an awEul lot of wbrk for two 
peopl& who are non-profcssional at 
this," he said. 

Marx said there is no hidden 
agenda for the rally: its main pur- 
pose is to show support for the 
American troops, their families and 
the country. He said he also wants 
President Bush, who was invited to 
the rally, to know that he supports 
him 100 percent. 

"We are people who believe in 
our country and our military and we 
believe that what we've been asked 
to do is right," said Marx. 

Marx added that under interna- 
tional law, the United States did the 
right thing by agreeing to head the 
United Nations' force by trying to 
force Suddam Hussein out of 
Kuwait. 

Hussein may be a dictator, Marx 
said, biit the United Stales is partly 
responsible for him giving so much 
power. The U.S. once gave Hussein 
money for food for his people, he 
said, which he in turn used to pur- 
chase nuclear weapons. Now, Marx 
said, it is the United States' 
responsibility to bring Hussein 
down. 

"We need to stop this man so 
that his people will have a chance 
to develop their culture to the best 
of its abilities. The Kuwaitis have a 
right to live their culture in their 
homeland," he said. 

Getting the Word Out 

Marx and his daughter are 
spreading the word of the rally 
through flyers and press releases, 
not only locally, but up and down 
the east coast. His daughter is 
working closely with Pennsylvania 
veterans groups and the National 
Guard family support group. M^x 
has contacted friends from New Jer- 
sey, New York, Maryland and 
Delaware, who are also recruiting 
people to participate in the rally. 

Marx said he is confident that he 
can successfully execute the rally in 
such short time. A friend coordi- 
nated a rally with an attepdance of 
40,000 in Pennsylvania in just 1 1 
days, he said. 

A number of tour buses will 
transport participants to Washing- 
ton on the day of the rally. Buses 
will leave from Bessie's Place in 
Norfolk and from Patrick Henry 
Mall in Newport News at 5 a.m. 



Once the buses arrive in Wash- 
ington, passengers will grab a bite 
to eat and then converge at the 
Vietnam Memorial at 1 p.m. for a 
march. It will then proceed along 
Constitution Avenue to the Elipse, 
a large park behind the White 
House. 

"We want Bush to know that 
we're behind«tliin and that he's fol- 
lowing the proper course of action," 
said Marx. 

Marx will ultimately lead the 
rally, but several "special guests" 
and speakers have been asked to 
make an appearance, he said. Vir- 
ginia Beach resident. Buddy Mer- 
rick, a Vietnam veteran, will speak 
on why support is necessaiy from a 
soldier's point of view. 

"It's very easy for tfoops to be- 
come demoralized by negative pub- 
licity. Many leaders today are 
veterans of the Vietnam war who 
returned to this country defaced, de- 
famed and degraded," said Man. 'To 
see protestors doing the same thing 
ihey did in the '60s is a painful, 
sickening reminder of the thank- 
lessness of war." 

Marx noted that as civilians, we 
can't grasp the true horror of war 
the way soldiers can. * 

"We've joined together to make a 
statement of support and love for 
those we have asked to lay their 
lives on the line," he said.. 

In an attempt to defray various 
costs of the rally, including sanitary 
facilities and a sign system, Marx 
is visiting local businesses seeking 
monetary donations. 

Marx is aware, he said, that some 
people try to use rallies to generate 
revenue for their personal needs. He 
wants all participants to know that 
their checks for the bus trip should 
be made out to the bus company 
and that a (heck for' the cost of 
parking at Bessie's Place will be 
made to the city of Norfolk yea- 
surer. Any extra money donated by 
businesses wi|l be given to the 
Coalition for American Pride. 

"I hope that on March 8 or prior 
to, 4II hostilities will have ceased 
and we're up there to give the 
troops advanced notice of the wel- 
come home they will get," said 
Marx. "That would be my ultimate 
goal." 
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"Men are often afraid of not 
living loag enough, while 
wonpll^TCar outliving their 
money . . . it's a valid fear."

food and shelter in a constructive 
way,"which is why it's such a 
good program," he said. 

Freeman said there are no set 
patterns to his days, but he docs 
like to be organized and keeps a 
list of things he has to do. He 
enjoys working in his yard and 
traveling with his wife. The two 
have visited many parts of the 
world, but his favorites are Eu- 
rope, Egypt and China. 

Freeman also works out by 
walking his dog two miles 
everyday, and by going to a local 
spa. 

"According to the doctors, it'll 
save your life," he said. 

He ^ded that his wife has been 
very supportive of his activities, 
especially his art work. 

"We criticize each other on the 
art we're doing and enter a few of 
the same shows," said Freeman. 
"It's something you can feel sat- 
isfaction in doing."

Although the TCC staff cleans 
the parking lots and buildings, 
Slemple said that there are ditches 
around the campus that trap fly- 
away u-ash. Slemple and his 15 
club members are waiting for ihc 
green light from Arredondo before 
ihey hold their first clean up. 

"We want to make this place 
look spotless. There's a year's col- 
lection of trash that no one has 
gott6n to," he said. 

Arredondo said she has received 
many calls from people who want 
to get involved. She is hoping for 
100 participants by Earth Day on 
April 21. 

The first group to show interest 
in the pfpgram-was the Lynnhaven 
Elementary PTA. Kathy Bryan, 
PTA president, said that the group 
noticed many bottles and trash 
around the school's playground area. 
Because she, along wiih many other 
parents, was concerned about their 
children's safety, they decided to 
hold a cteanup. 

"It was all for the safety of the 
children," she said. "We're on a very 
busy street and a lot of people tend 
10 through out trash." 

The PTA began cleaning up the 
school yard about two y.ears ago. 
Then it heard about the Adopl-a- 
Spol program. 

"We Uy to make everyone aware 
of picking up ira.sh," .said Bryan. 
"There have been times that I've 
driven by and someone has thrown 
a bottle in ihc parking loi and I'll 
pick it up." 



The PTA, the SCA and the 
school's Just Say No Club all work 
together to pick up the uash. To 
celebrate Earth Day, the Princess 
Anne Plaza neighborhood is hpld- 
ing a clean up also, Bryan said. 

"If it can start with one individ- 
ual, the norm will be that every- 
body will want a nice clean city," 
said Arredondo. "That's the image 
we want to project." 

Arredondo said that Adopt-a-Spot 
participants are responsible for 
picking up trash in their area, but 
many chose to cut the griss and 
pick weeds. The city's Landscape 
Services office provides trash bags 

to the groups and the Department 
of Waste Management in Richmond 
provides Adopt-a-Spot signs for the 
clean up locations. 

The Point O'Woods Civic 
League has already begun its clean 
up efforts. The league chose to 
clean its neighborhood enu^nce by 
picking up trash, culling and fer- 
tilizing the grass and maintaining 
the shrubbery. 

"We feel we do a beuer job as far 
as the amount of time we spend to 
make it look nice," said league 
president, Ed Pauli. 

Pauli said that about eight league 
members will probably clean the 
entrance about once a month. 

"We believe we're responsible for 
the upkeep. It would make us feel 
like we're a part of our community. 
We want to see it look nice," he 
said. 

Arredondo agreed that the pro- 
gram gives people a chance to do 
something for their community. 

"We want to make it look good 
year 'round. To lake pride in our 
spot and and make the TCC biol- 
ogy club look good, it needs to be 
taken care of as much as possible," 
shid Slemple. 

As part of the program, the CCC 
will require adoptive groups to 
plant a U'ee in their designated area 
on Earth Day. The CCC will pro- 
vide groups with a crepe myrtle as a 
symbol of support for the environ- 
ment. 

"It's a really good program," said 
Stemple. "When you see areas that 
people don't get to a lot, you see 
the bad spots."
